Embrace our identity 


T hat the Labour Party supported a change of flag as 
part of its 2014 election policy is often overlooked. 
Given that it has seized every opportunity over 
the past year to bad-mouth the flag review process 
initiated by National, Labour probably prefers that 
this inconvenient tmth remain forgotten. 

But senior MP Trevor Mallard's statement, when 
issuing the party's internal affairs policy, was 
unequivocal. "The time has come for a change [of flag] and it 
is right for the issue to be put to the 
public," Mallard said. Four years before 
that, Labour MP Charles Chauvel intro- 
duced a member's bill proposing a flag 
review process very similar in essential 
respects to the one New Zealand has 
just been through, right down to the 
appointment of a commission to over- 
see the process and a competition for 
new designs. 

And why wouldn't Labour favour a 
new flag? It is, after all, traditionally the 
party of reform. Most Labour MPs are 
known to favour change. Many would 
like New Zealand to go the whole way 
and declare itself a republic. The ques- 
tion, then, is why Labour has spent the 
past few months sullenly resisting a 
proposal that it embraced less than two 
years ago. 

The party leadership would probably 
say that its argument is with the process 
rather than the prospect of a new flag, 
but the inescapable conclusion is that 
Labour is suffering from a severe case 
of sour grapes. What the party would 
have regarded as an admirably progres- 
sive change had it been accomplished 
in Labour's name becomes ineradicably 
tainted when it's promoted by John Key. 

It's easy to detect here a measure of Labour's desperation at its 
inability to dent Key's lead in the opinion polls, and its frustra- 
tion at his ability to invade its territory. Key is the Richie McCaw 
of politics, repeatedly snatching Labour-style initiatives in the 
way the former All Blacks captain habitually stole the opposi- 
tion's ball. The party appears incapable of rising above its dislike 
of the Prime Minister, even fighting him on policies with which 
it might be expected to sympathise. 


I t has taken Porirua Mayor - and Labour man - Nick Leggett to 
offer party leader Andrew Little a way out. In a recent article in 
the New Zealand Herald, Leggett, who is spoken of as a rising 
star within Labour, highlighted the contradictions and inconsist- 
encies in the party's position on the flag. He suggested that rather 
than fight Key, Little should take a leaf out of the Prime Minister's 
playbook. 

Leggett identified the pivotal moment in Key's leadership as 
the day in 2007 when, as leader of the Opposition, he reached 
out and forged a consensus with Helen 
Clark on Sue Bradford's anti-smacking 
legislation. It was a pointer to what has 
since become Key's defining style as a 
politician: an ability to confound expec- 
tations by reading the public mood 
and shifting his ground accordingly. It 
causes dismay to National traditionalists 
(Key went against the grain on same-sex 
marriage as well as the Bradford bill), 
but it keeps the left guessing and often 
leaves his opponents with nowhere to 
turn. 

Leggett urges Little to do likewise on 
the flag issue by putting the customary 
party sparring aside and joining Key 
in promoting a change. "People vote 
for hope, optimism and the promise of 
something better," Leggett wrote. Key's 
support for a new flag was an "optimis- 
tic embrace of New Zealand's modern 
identity". He suggested that Little 
should stop barking at passing cars and 
"do something that has a lasting impact 
for our country". 

It's a very persuasive argument - and 
what better time than now for Little 
to drop the curmudgeonly resistance 
to change? The passing of another 
Waitangi Day may have been marked by the usual acrimony, but 
it also serves as a reminder of how far we have come as a nation. 
New Zealand in 2016 is a confident, vibrant, independently 
minded, multicultural nation, far removed from the cultural 
homogeneity and stolid obeisance to Britain that defined us for 
so long. We deserve a flag that symbolises that new identity - and 
Labour, as the party that has traditionally championed not only 
change but the right to assert our unique nationhood, needs to 
stop sulking and get on board. I 



Rather than fight John 
Key, Andrew Little should 
take a leaf out of the Prime 
Minister's playbook. 
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Ageism, sexism 
alive and well 



When I heard that, accord- 
ing to the media, I was now 
an elderly woman without a 
story to tell (.

She 
might have been a grand- 
mother, aged 69, but no one 
appears to have bothered to 
find out what else there was to 
celebrate in her life. 

The list of high-achieving 
older women not only is more 
extensive than the examples 
I've given but also represents 
an immense community 
contribution. Older women 
give just as much as older 
men in their corporate and 
community roles do and most 
women, of any background, 
have a story to tell.

I agree with Women's Affairs 
Minister Louise Upston that 
we need "to encourage more 
women into in-demand 
and higher-paying jobs long 


dominated by men, including 
science and engineering". 

The expanding pool of jobs 
in the technology sector not 
only are better paid, but also 
tend to be more stimulating, 
fun and rewarding than many 
of the jobs in which women 
predominate. It's how the 
minister proposes to effect this 
shift that interests me. 

There also has to be the 
political will to develop a social 
policy framework. Currently, 
only upper middle-class 
women in New Zealand can 
afford the nannies, cleaners 
and food bags delivered to 
the door that facilitate them 
progressing up the career 
ladder. Simply appointing 
women to high level and/or 
high-tech jobs isn't enough. 
Women need support systems 
in place so that they don't 
feel forced to choose between 
career and family. 

The situation in many 
Western democracies has the 
effect of a declining birth 
rate, as more women choose 
the career option. Progressive 
democracies such as the UK 
and the Scandinavian coun- 
tries provide generous parental 
leave, child benefits and tax 
rebates for parents, better 
enabling women to combine 
paid employment with raising 
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children. The editorial reports 
the Treasury and the Depart- 
ment of Prime Minister and 
Cabinet have had success in 
shrinking the gap partly by 
allowing greater workplace 
flexibility. Bring it on.

Yet Cameron leads a party that is 
predominantly, though by no means 
entirely, Eurosceptic. Even within the 
Conservative Party there is scepticism 
toward this alliance of big business 
and big government, as if the spectre 
hanging over Europe is a species of 
capitalism after all, instrumentalised 
by a European superstate. 

C ameron must be seen to take 
seriously the anxieties on his 
side, not least because his work- 
ing majority - a mere 12 seats in 
Parliament - is so slender. 

He's taking four demands to Brus- 
sels: first, to exempt Britain from 
the EU's founding principle of "ever 
closer union", seen as a slippery 
slope toward Eurocentric sovereignty; 
second, to cut down on bureaucratic 
"red tape", perhaps through a "red 
card" system whereby national parlia- 
ments can halt EU directives and 
scrap laws; third, to seek clarifica- 
tion that the EU is a 
multi-currency union 
and that Eurozone 
countries can't domi- 
nate those retaining 
their own currencies; 
and, fourth, to restrict 
welfare benefits to EU 
migrants. 

Such concessions 
aren't impossible to 
imagine. European 
membership is far 
more flexible than 
the "in-out" language 
implies. Rather, as I've 
written in these pages 
before, it's like layers 
of clothing, which 
you need some but 
not all of. To be a part

Britain’s promised vote 
on EU membership could 
come as early as June. 

L ast year, Greece tried to revise its relationship 
with Europe - and failed. This year, it is Brit- 
ain's turn for brinkmanship. And as Europe's 
second-largest economy, Britain won't be so 
easily dismissed as it trifles with a possible Brexit. 

Prime Minister David Cameron has promised an 
in-or-out referendum on European Union member- 
ship before the end of 2017. It could come earlier, 
however - even as early as this June - if Cameron 
wins compromises from Bmssels. At a summit on 
February 18-19, he'll work to renegotiate the terms 
of Britain's membership, dangling the threat to 
EU leaders that his compatriots might otherwise 
choose to leave. 

Cameron is in a peculiar position. After hedging 
for years, he's come out as pro-EU. Not coinciden- 
tally, big business leans the same way. Goldman 
Sachs recently committed £500,000 ($1.1 million) 
to the "Britain Stronger in Europe" campaign and 
JPMorgan Chase, Morgan Stanley and Bank of

of Europe is like getting dressed by 
throwing on some ensemble of trea- 
ties, protocols and accords. 

The European Union is one layer, 
worn by 28 member states, but not by 
quintessential^ European countries 
such as Switzerland, Liechtenstein 
and Norway. This is the layer the UK 
is threatening to strip off - and it has 
already unbuttoned it in places. For 
instance, the UK (along with Ireland 
and Denmark) can already opt out of 
EU common immigration policy. 

The UK never wore other layers 
in the first place, such as the mon- 
etary union of the Eurozone and the 
Schengen Agreement - the borderless 
zone that permits free movement 
throughout much of Western Europe. 

Still, other layers aren't even up 
for negotiation, most notable among 
them the European Economic Area, 
which enables free movement of 
goods, services and capital. No one is 
proposing that the UK leave the EEA, 
least of all a Prime Minister whose 
favourite line is "Britain is open for 
business". 

If Cameron can rejig the bounds of 
EU membership, he'll have some- 
thing tangible to offer. But he also 
needs to rediscover his flair for the 
sales pitch. Cameron is at his best 
as a salesman, hawking Britain's 
wares on the global market, but this 
talent went missing in action during 
last year's carefully managed elec- 
tion campaign. In coming months, 
he'll need to draw once more on his 
former career in communications, to 
turn around his knack for plucky pat- 
riotism, and to instead sell the idea of 
Europe to a wary nation. I

2 016: so far, it's been back to the future. Or 
possibly forward into the past. "We're going 
to be renamed Newshub! Love it!" squeaked 
Hilary Barry dutifully on the show soon to 
be formerly known as 3 News. 

This is the merged, digital-led world that brought 
us the new violently platform-agnostic Paul Henry. 
And yet this latest change took me back to 2003 
when TVNZ rebranded its news as "Your One News 
Centre!", complete with vaguely Stalinist promos 
- "From the Persian Gulf to the Hauraki Gulf!" - 
delivered by Mother of the Nation Judy Bailey. One 
News Centre was to be a central, unifying beacon 
of meaning in our otherwise pointless existences. 

As with Newshub, the One News Centre set was, 

I seem to recall, red and vaguely futuristic, with 
the news presented against a backdrop of what was

meant to be a bustling newsroom. 
This usually involved a couple of 
reporters lounging at their desks with 
all the bustle of lizards on a hot rock. 
Talk of One News Centre didn't seem 
to last long. 

Newshub. Say a word often enough 
and it loses all meaning. MediaWorks 
wants us to say it constantly: Newshub 
Midday; Newshub Live at 6pm; Newshub 
Late ...3 News conveyed two essential 
pieces of information: it's TV3 and it's 
the news. Newshub means ... a hub 
of news. And as others have found, I 
can't stop reading the word as "new 
shub". Shubs are those unsatisfactory 
hybrid shower base/bathtubs. No one 
wants a shub. 

As for the six o'clock news itself, 
not much has changed, give or take 
curved screens, a lot of standing and 
a huge, lurid weather wall that all but 
rains on you. 

N o one can accuse another new 
hybrid, RNZ's Checkpoint with 
John Campbell, of being high 
tech. It couldn't look more vintage as 
television if Campbell lit up a fag and 
tried to sell it to us between items. 
And yet, after the plastic, over-pack- 
aged alternatives, it's almost a relief. 
MediaWorks CEO Mark Weldon has 
said the company succeeds when it's 
"entertaining, humorous, approach- 
able and real". Well, he had that with 
Campbell, who's as approachable as a 
puppy, as funny as a fight and as real 
as anyone with his natural tendency 
to enthusiasm bordering on self- 
caricature can be. 

Entertaining? Problems with synch- 
ing mean some of the interviewees 
look like they've been dubbed by 
the people who made Godzilla. As 
for humour, the interview about the 
zika virus with Olympic champion 


Barbara Kendall, in which random 
bits of her face appeared via a Skype 
video call from Hot Water Beach, was 
hilarious. 

On Checkpoint, interviewees get up 
and leave when they're done. The 
newsreader sports huge radio "cans" 
and ducks out behind Campbell after 
the bulletin. But he's still doing some 
stunning interviews. There was the 
thoughtful, if odd, encounter with 
Nadene Lomu. And a frank, warm 
conversation with Helen Kelly about 
her work, her illness and battles over 
medicinal marijuana and assisted 
dying. That was as real as it gets. 

Jane Kelsey at length on the TPP? 
Yes. We're only just coming out of the 
silly season. There's hope that we'll 
also get Campbell's version of the sort 
of forensic evisceration of the evasive 
and obfuscatory that made Mary 
Wilson such bracing listening. That's 
real, too. 

There's endless room for improve- 
ment - please - with things like the 
graphics onscreen during the audio 
bits. But there's some great talent, 
with engaging and lucid work from 
reporter Max Towle and other faces 
new to television. There's room for 
nonsense - who didn't do the story 
about the Christchurch cafe owner 
who refuses to froth trim milk? 

So I find myself often joining those 
employing the #CookingWithJohn 
hashtag for news without bells and 
whistles, but with some respect for 
the attention span and intelligence 
of its audience. It's beginning to look 
like a genuine alternative, and lord 
knows we need those. I

W hen the going gets tough in 
politics, there's nothing like 
a bit of nostalgia to reassure 
everyone. Old union boss 
Jim Knox used to frown 
upon it, warning growlingly against 
"Nosta-gaylia!", as though it were a nasty 
disease. These days, the hipster term for 
it is "retro", and it's held to be a desirable 
thing - like "minimalist" or "industrial" 

- though admittedly normally used to 
describe decor. 

But retro does fine for politics, too. So it is that 
Labour has hit us with a restfully dated concept: 
universal free tertiary education. 

Its policy is hedged about with restrictions and 
phase-in delays; there are fishhooks about the 
equity the resultant education quality and the 
capacity of tertiary agencies. But the policy has 
caused massive, mostly positive ripples in political 
circles for two reasons. First, because it's A Policy, 
and we were all beginning to fear that Labour was 
never going to get itself one. 

But, second, this idea 
is mainly remarkable 
because it's so blatantly 
old-fashioned. 

For decades now, 
governments of all stripes 
have impressed on us that 
universal free stuff isn't free, 
isn't fair and isn't affordable 
anyway. And even if it 
were, it generates 
such frightful

moral hazards that we mustn't let 
ourselves have it in any case. We're 
forever havering about its vestiges 
in superannuation, and pretending 
it's still vaguely occurring in schools 
funding, which it demonstrably isn't. 
The only reason it's been possible to 
smuggle universal free doctors' visits 
into the statutes books is that GPs' 
fees have become so steep that only 
the seriously wealthy don't find them 
rapacious. But in reality, we've long 
assumed we were irreversibly plunged 
into the Targeted Zone, where people 
only get such help as they've been 
assessed to need. Free universal 
provision, the mantra has been, gives 
to people who don't need it, thus 
depriving people who do need it of 
adequate help. 

Of course, the countervailing moral 
hazard has been that targeting can 
be arbitrary to the point of inanity, 
assessment of need is subject to the 
whims and failings of often over- 
worked or overzealous bureaucrats, 
and accessing targeted help can be 
humiliating and demoralising. Tar- 
geting has come to be more readily 
identified as rationing. 

Neither approach creates an idyll. 
Universality is wasteful. Targeting 
may be just as wasteful in administra- 
tive costs. 

Labour's new/old approach 
is to rule a line under 
all that and say, 

"We believe all 
New Zealand- 
ers are equally 
entitled to a 
foundation 
tertiary 


education." It's a Scandinavian-style 
statement of values. The state will 
support every citizen equally in cru- 
cial aspects of their development. 

This is not going to cut through 
rationing debates entirely. We still 
have to figure out how to get more 
trades apprenticeships and engineer- 
ing, maths and science professionals 
through the system - preferably 
without destroying the priceless 
educational ethos of teaching people 
how to think through other less-obvi- 
ously vocational disciplines, such as 
philosophy, anthropology and, ahem, 
political science. 

Labour's policy will be popular 
and, if it can produce a few more 
eye-catchers like this, may even have 
non-Labour voters giving the party a 
second look. 

A SECRET WEAPON? 

But it comes at a time when National 
is pelting headlong toward what its 
internal papers are doubtless calling 
"ever more finely grained" targeting. 

The Government hasn't made 
much publicly of its increasing reli- 
ance on statistical analysis-based 
targeting of social funding, but Bill 
English regards it as its secret weapon 
against a Labour resurgence. It, rather 
than the apparent move towards 
more private social services provision, 
is the key underpinning of the Social 
Investment reorientation. In a recent 
interview with the Politik news web- 
site, the Finance Minister gave more 
details about how officials were using 
data to find out where in the system 
are the children and young people 
at most risk - of neglect, failing at 
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school, developing health problems, ending up in 
the justice system and so on - and to what degree 
social assistance was being targeted to them. With 
respect to infants, it turned out most of the money 
wasn't being spent till they turned three. A study of 
15- to 24-year-olds identified 10 at-risk groups, but 
only three received government services.

Now, here's the killer quote: English said once 
officials deliver "proposals that can tell us which 
people [are at risk], where, who [among social 
agencies] has got a relationship with them and ... a 
feedback loop where they can demonstrate progress 
... we will pay whatever it takes". 

This writer has never seen such a sublimely 
gung-ho statement from a finance minister about 
spending - least of all social spending. It's the 
more striking for coming from this notoriously 
cagey Southlander. What he's saying here is that he 


reckons the Government has found 
the way to nuke at source the causes 
of poverty. By implication, National 
expects in due course to be able to 
show us the evidence in health, edu- 
cation, crime and other statistics. 

Before anyone faints dead away, he 
also noted the new mega-targeting 
ability had so far saved hundreds of 
millions and got us (briefly) back in 
surplus. 

DAMNED STATISTICS 

Still, the Government's record in 
certain key areas will hamper its 
credibility, even as it produces the 
improving stats. Education Minis- 
ter Hekia Parata has played ducks 
and drakes with statistics so often 
that many of the officially proffered 
measures of education funding and 
progress are quite simply unreliable. 

It's also unfortunate that the 
headline programme for the 
Government's Social Investment push 
has been on low-income housing. 
Boarded-up, empty, crumbling 


state houses are visible in many 
neighbourhoods, and although 
they're transitional casualties, they're 
an advertisement for the precise 
opposite of social investment. 

Perhaps through overconfidence, 
but probably mostly to annoy the 
left, National has let privatisation 
become the primary message of its 
social reforms. For once, the dreaded 
P-word may be a red herring. 

The battle-lines for the next elec- 
tion may be more compelling: the old 
targeting versus universality debate, 
only with high-octane fuel on both 
sides. 

National has its souped-up stats. 
Labour has the public's long-wrought 
distaste for the inequities and inef- 
ficiencies of the targeting we've 
become used to. 

However, as it's only Febmary and 
already our politicians are back to 
talking about waitresses' ponytails 
and disunity in the Labour caucus, 
perhaps it wouldn't pay to get too 
excited. I 
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W hen Auckland urolo- 
gist and surgeon Russell 
Mcllroy had the mitral 
valve in his heart 
replaced, he imagined 
he would be back in 
theatre, scalpel in hand, 
within five or six weeks. Two months and 
three operations later, he was still laid up, 
a catheter dripping intravenous antibiotics 
into his arm as he fought a life-threatening 
infection in his chest wound. 

The combination of sepsis and opiate 
painkillers sent him into "fairyland" 
for days. He recalls waking up one night 
"having a very emdite conversation with 
a man at the end of my bed. God, he was 
talking a lot of sense. And then I realised I 
was talking to myself." 

The risks of surgical infections - and the 
gruelling toll they can exact - made news 
this summer when it emerged that Foreign 
Minister Murray McCully was off work for 
two and a half months as he battled the 
superbug methicillin-resistant Staphylococcus 
aureus (MRSA) after pancreatic surgery. He 
was taken to North Shore Hospital by ambu-

lance and admitted to its intensive care unit. 

Infections after surgery occur in fewer 
than two of every 100 cases - although 
the rate is higher for some sites such as 
the bowel - so Mcllroy and McCully were 
unlucky. But health-sector leaders think sur- 
gery can and should be safer still. A paper in 
the New Zealand Medical Journal last year on 
reducing surgical harm reported OECD data 
that indicates we have one of the highest 
documented rates of post-operative infec- 
tions. We also have the third-highest rate 
of "foreign bodies" - typically instmments 
or sponges - left in the patient after a pro- 
cedure, and we are six countries below the 
average for lung embolism and deep vein 
clots. "Some argue we are simply better at 
recording adverse outcomes, but regard- 
less, these numbers are unacceptable," the 
report's authors said. 

Surgery-related treatment injury claims 
are soaring and the cost is eye-watering. Last 
year, ACC paid out nearly $43 million in 
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compensation, rehabilitation and treatment 
for more than 4200 claims, most involving 
hip or knee surgery or the removal of skin 
lesions. That's more than four times the 
$10.3 million spent in 2010-11. Infection 
and bruising are the commonest "injuries", 
followed by nerve damage. 

The World Health Organisation's 
surgical checklist, widely adopted inter- 
nationally since it was published in 2008, 
has already been credited with reducing 
death, infections and other post-operative 
complications by up to 30%. Although it's 
used in most surgical cases here, worrying 
new research points to a culture and lack of 
communication in the operating room that 
is potentially undermining the checklist's 
benefit. The research, a survey of more than 
800 operating theatre staff published by 
the Health Quality and Safety Commission 
(HQSC; see box page 18) in December, sug- 
gests that a surgeon-led hierarchy in theatre 
and pressure to get through the operating 
list might be compromising safety. 

POOR COMMUNICATION 

It found 38% of those questioned did not 
believe surgical team members were open to 
changes to improve patient safety if it meant 
slowing down, and concluded 
communication was a key area 
of "underperformance". Nearly 
60% said they didn't think sur- 
geons "maintained a positive 
tone throughout operations" 
and 35% reported that potential 
errors and mistakes were some- 
times pointed out with raised 
voices. 

The research found that 
nearly half of the debriefings 
after operations failed to discuss 
key concerns for the patient's 
recovery and that "teamwork 
and communication failure are at the core of 
nearly half of all medical errors and adverse 
events". 

The survey followed a September report to 
the Royal Australasian College of Surgeons 
that said nearly half of college fellows, train- 
ees and international graduates had been 
subjected to discrimination, bullying or 
sexual harassment. The college has vowed 
to stamp out the culture which it says puts 
patient safety at risk. 

But in his New York Times bestselling 
book The Checklist Manifesto: How to Get 
Things Right, US surgeon and public health 
researcher Atul Gawande says the most 


common obstacle 
to effective teams "is 
not the occasional 
fire-breathing, scalpel 
flinging, terror-induc- 
ing surgeon, though 
some do exist. No, the more familiar and 
widely dangerous issue is a kind of silent 
disengagement. 'That's not my problem' is 
possibly the worst thing people can think. 
But in medicine, we see it all the time." 

Gawande describes surgery's four big kill- 
ers as infection, bleeding, unsafe anaesthesia 
and the unexpected. "For the first three, sci- 
ence and experience have given us some 
straightforward and valuable preventive 
measures we think we consistently follow, 
but don't. 

"These misses are simple failures - perfect 
for a classic checklist. But the fourth killer, 
the unexpected, is an entirely different kind 


of failure, one that stems from the funda- 
mentally complex risks entailed in opening 
up a person's body and trying to tinker with 
it. No checklist [can] anticipate all the pit- 
falls a team must guard against." 

The best defence against the unexpected, 
he writes, is simply to have the surgical team 
talk through the case together, to be ready 
as a group to identify and address each 
patient's unique, potentially critical dangers. 
"Perhaps all this seems kind of obvious. But 
it represents a significant departure from 
the way operations are usually conducted." 

Gawande and his team had a harder time 
than we have had trying to get surgeons 
in the US to use the checklist, says Auck- 
land anaesthetist Alan Merry, who chairs 
the HQSC. 

"I believe they have a great deal more 
hierarchical behaviour - multiple places, 
many private little fiefdoms. They see a 
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surgeon and ask them to adopt the check- 
list and the surgeon will say, 'I don't need 
to, I don't make mistakes.' They've learnt 
to ask, 'Do your colleagues make mistakes?' 
And typically the surgeon will say, 'Yes, they 
do.'" They'll then get them to agree to use 
the checklist - for their colleagues. 

In the operating room, Merry says, it takes 
only one senior person - and it could be 
an anaesthetist, a surgeon, or even a senior 
nurse - to be a poor role model for the effect 
on the rest of the team to be substantial. He's 
seen a surgeon decline to introduce himself 
as the checklist requires, saying "everyone 
knows who I am". Merry gently challenged 
him, pointing out that although everyone 
knew him, the surgeon didn't know every- 
one else. 

"The way you challenge is important - 
you don't want to have a stand-up fight in 
the middle of an operation. I don't think 
there's any doubt we have some people who 
are a problem, who don't see the wider pic- 
ture of why these things matter, and they do 
represent a bit of a barrier to some important 
change." 

STRESSFUL WORK 

The operating room can be a tense place 
when complicated, difficult and lengthy 
surgery is in progress. Merry says cardiac 
surgery lasting 12 or more hours is not 
uncommon. "The patient is bleeding, the 
poor old surgeon is struggling inside a 
chest . . . it's awkward to do and physically 
exhausting, and if someone makes a 
comment that's a bit unhelpful he or she 
might snap." 

Bear in mind, too, says Merry, that such 
hard and stressful work doesn't tend to 
attract the sort of personalities who'll go 
into psychiatry and "sit around and have 
an empathetic conversation". And with 
demand for surgical training places so high, 
candidates are less likely to complain for fear 
of jeopardising their careers. 

The college report has, however, put bad 
behaviour in theatre "on the radar". 

"Before that, it didn't necessarily attract 
odium. Now it does, and you don't want to 
be thought of that way by your colleagues." 

Merry and Gawande have also identified 
the complexity of surgery being performed 
today as making operations safer but, para- 
doxically, potentially riskier. 

"It's like trying to fly a two-engine 
plane versus a single engine," says Merry. 
"You've got more security because you've 
got two engines, but it's more difficult so 


your chance of an error is greater. When I 
started, you looked at the patient and felt 
the pulse. The new machines and gear is 
space-age and there are three monitoring 
screens full of information. The risk is you 
are getting cognitive overload."

in efforts to reduce drug errors in anaesthe- 
sia. A study of his published in the British 
Medical Journal in 2011 found drug errors 
at Auckland City Hospital occurred in 
about one in nine administrations. (Most 


were errors of recording but in other cases 
the incorrect dmg was given or dmgs were 
not given at all.) That number dropped to 
one in 11 when anaesthetists used a new 
system he has patented, which includes 
customised drug trays, pre-filled syringes, 
computer-linked barcodes and large legible 
colour-coded dmg labels. 

"On a particular anaesthetic [procedure], 
you're likely to have 10 drug administra- 
tions, so that means there's a recording error 
more or less in every [operation] . It's a prob- 
lem of some importance, and part of the 
wider problem of dmg error in the whole 
of health care, and it's very hard to know 
how much patient harm it actually causes." 

Many medication errors will go unde- 
tected. "You won't report an incident if you 
don't know you did it. And if you fail to 
give an antibiotic in the allotted time and 
the patient develops an infection two weeks 
later, it might not be put down to that." 

The checklist is one tool to help ensure 
the basics are not missed, but it has to be

used correctly. Last year's medical journal 
article, co-written by Merry and colleagues 
including the HQSC's Safe Surgery NZ Advi- 
sory Group chair Professor Ian Civil, said 
though it is being widely used, operating 
theatre staff are often engaging with it only 
in a tick-box and distracted fashion. 

Civil is one of those working, one operat- 
ing list at a time, to change that culture. 

POWER BRIEFING 

It's 8am, and on the eighth floor of Auckland 
City Hospital, a 12-strong team of surgeons, 
anaesthetists and nurses in blue scrubs are 
preparing for the first of three operations 
that will occupy them and lead surgeon 
Civil for the next eight or nine hours. 


Because it's Civil's list, the team has 
gathered a few minutes earlier than usual 
for a pre-op briefing. "Good morning, 
everyone. I'm Ian, the vascular surgeon 
today," he begins, before group members 
introduce themselves and their role. Civil 
then outlines the cases on the list: an oth- 
erwise fit and healthy man who will have 
an aneurysm behind his knee bypassed; an 
elderly man who'll have a blockage in his 
carotid artery cleared and shunted; and a 
bigger patient whose varicose veins will be 
stripped. 

Civil and the anaesthetist briefly discuss 
any potential problems with the anaes- 
thesia, and the nurses ask about particular 
instmments that may be needed. Just four 


minutes and 54 seconds later, the briefing 
is over and the team is ready to go. It's a 
deceptively simple routine but one that 
Civil believes has already made today's 
operating room a safer place for his patients. 

A former army medic, he is one of only a 
few surgeons nationally who routinely adds 
military-style briefings and debriefings to 
the routine checklist and says he's surprised 
they aren't used more often. 

"The military do briefings for even the 
most trivial things. If you were a section 
of soldiers and I wanted you to cross the 
road, I'd give you a briefing about how we 
were going to do it. The military is trying to 
empower each member of the group to be as 
capable as they can possibly be, to achieve 
the ultimate goal." In the operating theatre,

the fact each of the team members has been 
introduced and asked for their input before 
surgery even starts might help them to speak 
up to raise a concern later. 

The HQSC says a pilot programme in 
Auckland and Waikato in 2014 showed 
briefings and debriefings, as well as a paper- 
less checklist (it's read off a wall chart), 
improved the culture of teamwork and com- 
munication in theatre. Both health boards 
and private hospitals are expected to add 
them to surgical protocols within the next 
two years. 

Though Civil co-wrote the medical jour- 
nal paper that examined New Zealand's 
relatively poor OECD placings for surgical 
safety, he says the rankings need to be inter- 
preted with caution. We're not too different 
from Canada and Australia, and on the fig- 
ures, "the best place in the world is Poland". 

Nevertheless, he says, the error rates 
show we have room to improve. "Surgery 
is incredibly safe, and way safer than the 
surgery I was doing as a trainee 35 years ago. 
Compared with any other first-world coun- 
try, surgery in New Zealand is at least as safe 
or safer. But can you sail into surgery as a 
patient and not expect any problems at all? 
No, that's not tme. Bad things can happen."

commonly they can result from a wrong 
decision to operate in the first place, for 
example on a high-risk patient with other 
complicating conditions where the likely 
benefits are marginal. Briefings won't pre- 
vent those errors of judgment, but they will 
at least save time and, more importantly, 
help to change the mindset of the team. 

"We try hard to create a shared mental 
model," says Civil, "but one definitive way 
not to have one is when you don't tell 
people things. When people find out late 
about issues, what they take away is that 
we're not a team." 

Encouraging teamwork is also behind 
a new operating room simulation train- 
ing programme he's involved in at the 


University of Auckland's School of Medi- 
cine, which brings together surgeons, 
anaesthetists, nurses and technicians for 
multidisciplinary exercises in which they 
respond as a group to surgical or anaesthetic 
crises, using mannequins that breathe, 
bleed and can be monitored. More than 
3000 staff are expected to be trained here 
in the next five years following its launch 
in mid-December. 

INFECTION PERILS 

Reducing post-operative infection rates 
in joint surgery is one of the priorities for 
the commission's Surgical Site Infection 


Improvement programme, soon to be 
extended to cardiac surgery as well. Dis- 
trict health boards (DHBs) now provide 
statistics on a range of measures, including 
whether an antibiotic is given before sur- 
gery at the right time (60 minutes or less 
before incision) and at the correct dose. Fig- 
ures from 2013 showed wildly varying rates 
between DHBs: some, including Hutt Valley, 
Whanganui, MidCentral, Hawke's Bay and 
Taranaki achieved that goal 15% of the time 
at best; most boards are now achieving it in 
at least 95% of cases. 

The figures have thrown up regional dif- 
ferences in infection rates that are difficult

Counting 
the cost 

■ The Health Quality and Safety 
Commission, now five years 
old, was set up in response 

to former Treasury Secretary 
Murray Horn's first report of 
the Ministerial Review Group 
on public health in 2009, which 
reported that an estimated 
44,000 hospital patients 
a year were harmed by an 
adverse event at an annual 
cost of $600-800 million a 
year. 

■ More than 300,000 opera- 
tions are publicly funded 
each year. If even the most 
conservative infection esti- 
mates are used - around 1.2% 

- about 3600 patients are 
directly affected. 

■ World Health Organisation 
checklists for safer surgery 
have been progressively 
introduced since 2010.

to explain. Canterbury, for example, the 
biggest provider nationally of hip- and knee- 
joint operations, has a 0.7% infection rate; 
Auckland's is 1.3% and Counties Manukau 
has the country's highest at 2.4%.

and diabetes in the Counties Manukau 
patient population are having an effect, 
though the body mass index (BMI) figures 
did not differ from those in other board 
areas. 

The commission is trying to identify what 


Canterbury might be doing differently to 
produce such good rates, although Auck- 
land microbiologist Sally Roberts, chair of 
the HQSC steering group on surgical site 
infections, points out the board does have 
a stand-alone hospital, Burwood, where all 
elective joint operations are done. 'They're 
not trying to fit people around acute 
admissions." 

Patients who develop infections are usu- 
ally colonised with the bacteria that are 
already on their skin. Around a quarter 
of us, for example, already carry Staphylo- 
coccus aureus, the most common infective 
agent, on our skin. Roberts says there's some 
research on pre-surgical screening for the 
bug, and it's possible it might be introduced 
for operations in which the consequences 
of infection are "horrendous". 

Of course, infections aren't always the 
result of something done or not done in 
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the operating room - it may be the result 
of someone on the ward not washing their 
hands three days later. 

Hand hygiene routines require staff to 
use soap or a hand rub before and after 
patient contact, and after contact with 
patient surroundings, which even includes 
touching a cubicle curtain. Some ward 
rounds at Auckland City Hospital have 
reportedly designated one person as "the 
curtain puller". 

The patient's condition can also increase 
risk. Operations on the obese, for example, 
can be more technically challenging, and 
take longer. Blood loss and hypothermia are 
also associated with a higher rate. 

Although patients can quickly discover 
health board infection rates online, the 
same doesn't apply to private hospitals, 
where many will choose to have their joint 
surgery performed. 

Terry Moore, the chief executive of the 
Southern Cross private hospital network, 
says the sector is heading towards having 
more information available publicly but 
isn't there yet. Private hospitals are work- 
ing with the commission and voluntarily 
provide data on a range of indicators includ- 
ing adverse events, transfer rates to public 
hospitals and perioperative deaths (the 
perioperative period covers the time from 
ward admission to recovery). But producing 
league tables that compare private hospitals 
with each other is a fraught exercise because 
of differences in hospitals' case mix and size. 
Moore says it's important for any data to 
be meaningful to the patients using it. "I 
don't think producing a crude number is 
sensible." 

TRUST MISPLACED' 

Surgeons and anaesthetists feature only 
a few times a year in adverse findings by 
the Health And Disability Commissioner, 
although in 2008, commissioner Ron Pater- 
son criticised the post-operative care of two 
surgeons whose patients died after keyhole 
surgery. He said trust in the private hospital 
system was "sometimes misplaced" because 
it did not have the backup, triggers and 
alerts available in a public hospital when a 
patient's condition deteriorated. 

Last year, commissioner Anthony Hill 
criticised the care a Grey Base Hospital 
anaesthetist and three nurses provided to 
a 15-year-old boy, Matt Gunter, who died 
from a lung complication in 2012 after 
having his appendix removed. The com- 
plication wasn't correctly diagnosed and 


monitoring and treatment were substand- 
ard. Late last month, a coroner permanently 
suppressed the names of the staff, against 
the wishes of Matt's parents Heather, a nurse 
at Grey Hospital, and Dave Gunter.

of the surgeon becoming the patient with 
an unexpected complication - particularly 
since he was one of the first to embrace the 
surgical checklist before he retired in 2010. 

"It could have been seen as just another 
bureaucratic time-wasting thing, but we 


bought into it, and the nursing team were 
very happy with it, which was a big thing 
- I guess they felt more included in the 
process," says Mcllroy, formerly president of 
the Cancer Society and Auckland Hospital's 
clinical leader in surgery. "Initially I thought, 
'Oh no, not another lot of these things, but 
then I thought, 'Let's do it and see how it 
goes.' It was quite easy and worthwhile." 

His operation, in 2008, was performed 
before Auckland adopted the checklist, 
but there is no way of knowing whether it 
would have made any difference. Prophy- 
lactic antibiotics, for example, reduce the 
risk of infection, but they don't come with 
a money-back guarantee. 

Despite also developing an infection 
in a replaced hip joint two years earlier, 
Mcllroy, now 76, refuses to me his double 
misfortune. "I think I'm lucky," he says. "I 
survived." I

TRUCK 

STOPS 



Large debts are being racked up by 
some of the country’s most vulnerable 
people as a result of unsavoury 
selling practices. Consumer groups 
say only law changes will stop the 

abuse, by AIMIE CRONIN photographs by PETER DRURY 


T he truck shop smells of a 
smoker's breath. John Bishop, 
56, jiggles his hands in his 
pockets. For a moment, he 
looks around. Jandals, $12, 
hang from the roof, and there 
are shelves full of Etnies shoes, 
$169, Metal Mulisha caps, $59, and toys, 
toiletries, bedding, clothing and electronics. 

Bishop is inside what looks like a messy 
wardrobe, having just wandered down his 
driveway in socks and sandals and climbed 
into the red tmck with the logo "shopping 
made simple". He's after only one thing, a 
laptop for his daughter, so she can use it 
for school. 

"She's going to college. I thought I might 
pay it bit by bit." 


Bishop, who lives in South Auckland, 
has bought from Home Direct "heaps of 
times", but he is a new customer to Arena 
Alipia- Walker, who has been selling on the 
tmcks for six months. Alipia- Walker drags a 
Lenovo laptop, $749, out from the bottom 
shelf and asks, "Would you like to see it 
first?" Bishop nods. 

Out it comes. The very act of opening it 
has Bishop aahhing in wonder. "I'll take it," 
he says. 

He knows he could find the same laptop 
cheaper up the road in Manukau. He doesn't 
care. 

"I like it here, because I can pay $30 a 
week," he says. 

Bishop takes his laptop and the $49 pack 
of Playboy cologne he's added at the last

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minute, and he heads back inside to sleep 
before going to his night-shift job as a secu- 
rity guard in Otahuhu. 

The Home Direct truck weaves its way 
through Mangere's streets. It stops outside 
the house of a Pasifika man who works part- 
time as a machine operator and is about 
$200 in credit. He files through the rack of 
clothes, bored, and musters up interest in 
a 3XL basketball singlet. He leaves with an 
armload of speakers, toiletries and a phone 
upgrade totalling $645. 

"It's good for me," he says, "because 
I don't have much cash to buy from the 
shops." 

It's the middle of the day in South Auck- 
land, and for Alipia- Walker, an ex- Work 
and Income case worker, this is the gig. He 
expects January to be quiet after the Christ- 
mas msh, when "you're literally going from 
house to house". 

Back at the Home Direct warehouse, 
chief executive Michael Wright, a tall man 
with styled grey hair and a Herne Bay look, 
points to every conceivable item he can and 
emphasises its quality and reasonable pric- 
ing. "We are so sensitive about what is going 
on in this space that we are desperately 


trying to prove to people we provide a good 
service." 

It's to the John Bishops of the world that 
Wright believes he is providing that service: 
working-class folk who like the convenience 
of home shopping, not necessarily people

who can afford to pay up front, but with the 
means to pay what they commit to paying. 
There's no point selling goods to people who 
can't pay for them, he says. 

FINANCE OPTION 

Home Direct is the largest mobile trading 
business in the country. It has 71 red tmcks 
on the road, 25 in Auckland. It offers cus- 
tomers a layby service, and a finance option 
at 19.5%. There are tens of thousands of 
people paying Home Direct an average 
of $20-25 a week and there are tens of 


thousands more on the database who inter- 
act with the company on a casual basis. The 
company's call centre, based largely in Fiji, 
has a staff of 75 and receives about 2600 
calls a day. All up, Home Direct employs 
more than 200 staff and pays the tmck-shop 
operators a base salary of $50,000 (to deter 
them, he says, from doing the hard sell). 
Wright won't say how much money he or 
his company is making, but figures from a 
Commerce Commission report released last 
August say one unidentified mobile-trading 
company with more than 35,000 customers 
has revenue of more than $7 million a year, 
and another group of three associated com- 
panies reported an annual revenue of nearly 
$22 million in the 2013-14 financial year. 

That same report identified 32 mobile- 
trading companies, largely based in 
Auckland. Only one, Home Direct, has not 
been issued with compliance advice as a 
result of the commission's findings. 

In a long list of bad business practices, the 
report confirmed what community work- 
ers have been saying for years: to varying 
degrees, some of those 31 businesses target 
poor neighbourhoods, sell inferior-quality 
goods at inflated prices, charge hefty fees 
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A high price to pay 

Our laws do not prohibit sales 
to vulnerable customers, 
according to a Commerce 
Commission report. 

From the Mobile Trader report, released by the Commerce 

Commission in August: 

■ Mobile traders are businesses that do not have fixed retail 
premises in the traditional sense. 

■ Mobile traders use a variety of sales techniques, including 
uninvited direct sales (through door-to-door or telemar- 
keting sales), parking mobile truck shops in prominent 
locations and using websites and Facebook. They sell 
predominantly or exclusively on credit, layby or other 
deferred-payment terms. 

■ There is no law that restricts the price that traders can 
charge for their goods. 

■ [The report] considered that 31 of the 32 mobile traders 
did not, to varying extents, comply with all of their obliga- 
tions under the Fair Trading Act and the Credit Contracts 
and Consumer Finance Act. It also found that many 
mobile traders did not appear to be sufficiently prepared 
for recent and upcoming changes to those Acts. 

■ The report identified 32 mobile traders, of which 30 have 
head offices in Auckland. The others are based in Tau- 
ranga and Hamilton. 

■ The total revenue from a sample of 16 mobile traders for 
the financial year ending March 31, 2014, exceeds $40 
million. 

■ Almost all products tend to be sold at prices that are 
significantly higher than the cash prices for a comparable 
product bought from a mainstream retailer. 

■ The mobile traders' customers are predominantly located 
in lower socio-economic communities. Many of the 
customers have limited financial literacy and are unable to 
get credit elsewhere. 

■ Prices and interest rates charged are high when compared 
with mainstream retail outlets. The FTA and CCCFA do 
not regulate prices or interest rates, except to the extent 
that the CCCFA requires that interest charges cannot be 
oppressive. Generally, the high prices and interest charges 
fall outside the scope of those Acts. 

■ The sale of food by mobile traders is not regulated by the 
FTA or the CCCFA. 

■ The Acts do not prohibit the sale of goods to vulnerable 
consumers. 


and confuse customers with wordy and unclear contracts. 
Some fail to deliver goods when they say they're going to or, 
in some cases, at all. Some continue taking money from cus- 
tomers despite having been paid the full amount owing under 
the contract. 

You'd be hard-pressed to find a budgeting service that hasn't 
encountered the tmck shops. New Zealand Federation of Family 
Budgeting Services chief executive Raewyn Fox says the biggest 
issue her team has is that "they don't answer their phone calls, 
so you can't sort things out". 

Home Direct, she says, is the one mobile trading company 
that shows it is possible to "do it well" because it has "good 
standards and user-friendly processes". Other community work- 
ers say their clientele often refer to the red Home Direct tmcks 
when they talk about being swallowed up in debt. 

"They should ring us straight away," responds Wright. "We 
will put a person on that account and do what we can, be it writ- 
ing off the debt - and we write off a lot on hardship - through 
to putting a plan in place, [going] interest-free, there are all sorts 
of things we can do to help them." 

The Fair Trading Act and the Credit Contracts and Consumer 
Finance Act do not prohibit the sale of goods to vulnerable 
consumers, but in the past 18 months, the FTA has had changes 
relating to uninvited direct sales and unfair contract terms, and 
the CCCFA has added new requirements around responsible 
lending. 

Businesses now must make "reasonable enquiries" to ensure 
borrowers "can make repayments without suffering substantial 
hardship". The tightening-up of the CCCFA requires that all 
advertising be expressed clearly and in plain language and that 
borrowers be treated in an "ethical manner". To what degree 
these new principles will be enforced at street level is yet to 
be tested. "We don't know how many teeth the responsible- 
lending principles are going to have," says Fox, "until someone 
takes a case against them and we can see where the level of 
tolerance lies. It's a wee bit of a wait and see." 

I HATE THE TRUCKS' 

Gemma Pitman was 16 when she first went into debt with a 
Lync Co tmck. It parked outside the Hamilton house where she 
lived with her mum, siblings and the daughter she had given 
birth to the previous year. She was honest with the salesman 
about her age and situation and he told her it was fine, she could 
still sign up. She gave him her community services card as ID 
and she asked a man she didn't know from across the road to 
sign a form as her guarantor. 

"I thought, 'Oh yeah, I can pay this off.' I thought it was 
cool as. Then it just got dearer and dearer, they were coming 
around every three weeks and selling me stuff. When I turned 
18, 1 realised they were chewing up all my money." 

She's now 21 and she is still paying back the debt. She looks 
young. She swings her ponytail like a child and has freckles on 
her nose. "I hate the tmcks," she says, "I hate them coming over. 
Every time they come knock on the door, I just start swearing, 
because why do they keep coming back here? Why don't they 
go to some other area?" 

Her daughter, Jaedha, now five, stands on a chair in the yard 
and picks loquats from the neighbour's tree. Her cousin Nikita, 
22, wears pyjamas in the middle of the day and she's paying

back debts to the trucks that total tens of 
thousands. They lean on the fence and 
look down the street and say the best way 
to describe this area is to call it 'The hood". 
They know why the trucks keep coming 
back. No one has much cash round here. 
They estimate about six different mobile- 
trading companies come past their house 
four times a week. The tmcks are a way of 
life. 

None of the mobile-trading companies 
spoken to by the Listener would accept that 
targeting poor neighbourhoods is core busi- 
ness, but many spoke about having poor 
customers. "Just because someone is on a 
low income," says Wright, "they shouldn't 
be deprived of access to good-quality 
product." 

"They have the same aspirations as the 
rest of us," says Home Direct's general retail 
manager, Janelle Calder. 

"There's nothing stopping them saying 
no to us," says Wright. "It's not about the 
hard sell or finding people who are vulner- 
able that we can exploit, it's about working 
with these families to help provide for them 
and their children," says Calder. 

Shoppers Stop director Jackson Pinto says 
in the past, he would tell his drivers to do a 
lot of doorknocking to gain sales, "but we 
stopped that ages ago. There were too many 


truck [operators] knocking on the doors in 
the poor areas. Now they have had enough 
and they don't want the doorknocking." 

He says most of his sales are by appoint- 
ment and referrals and he and his team try 
to avoid selling to customers on a benefit, 
"because the bad debts are increasing". He 
says half his customers do not pay for the

goods they receive and he ends up wiping 
their accounts and banning them from any 
future shopping. "The [public] think we are 
ripping these people off," he says, "but we 
are not. They are ripping us off." 

The Commerce Commission report found 
that "almost all" the product in the tmck 
shops "tends to be sold at prices which are 
significantly higher than the cash prices 
for a comparable product purchased from 
a mainstream retailer". It is possible for 


mobile traders to charge no interest or added 
fees on products to avoid responsible-lend- 
ing obligations under the CCCFA, and then 
make up what they've lost by increasing the 
cost of goods. 

A contract from Lyne Co (the mobile 
trader Gemma Pitman owes money to) 
obtained by Consumer NZ in 2014 showed 
the company charged $23.99 for one pack 
of biscuits, $39.95 for a box of cereal, and 
$49.99 for a pack of mbbish bags. Company 
director Judson Li would not agree to an 
interview with the Listener, and when asked 
about the price of food items on his trucks, 
he hung up the phone. 

INFLATED PRICES 

Hera Keepa perks up when she hears there's 
a tmck shop selling food in Hamilton. That 
would really help her out, she says, on days 
when she's got no cash. She asks if this tmck 
sells cigarettes. She registers the inflated 
prices of the items and doesn't appear to be 
shocked. In the past she has paid too much 
for things. "I'll be honest," she says, "I think 
I just didn't care because I could get the stuff 
there and then." 

Keepa, 30, used to sit in front of the pokies 
all day, and when she kicked that habit, she 
sat at home and watched the trucks pull 
up and couldn't help herself. "It's worse

than gambling, because you feel like you're 
spending money on nothing, but at the time 
it's like, 'Yay, we've got brand new things.'" 

She says the money she spends on her 
debt with the tmcks could be used to take 
her three kids on an outing for the day, but 
at the moment she can't afford to do that. 
"I know it puts me in hardship, but it's the 
temptation that gets me." She is paying 
off debt with five different trucks. The first 
thing she bought from one was a case of 
unbranded makeup, "$2 shop stuff", for 
over $100. Then an expensive jacket for her 
ex-partner, clothes for her children and for 
herself, an unbranded tablet and cellphone, 
toiletries, speakers. "I live in poverty," she 
says. "I put my kids in financial hardship 
sometimes. I can't feed them, because of all 
these things I do." 

Many of the customers 
have limited financial 
literacy and are unable 
to get credit elsewhere. 


MAKING ENDS MEET 

Retirement commissioner Diane Maxwell 
says that for many truck-shop users, debt is 
the difference between making ends meet 
and not. "We go through people's finances 
with them day to day, and if you took away 
the debt, they would be okay, they would 
be able to pay for everything. You put the 
debt in the equation and it's not enough to 
go around." 

She doesn't mind voicing her contempt 
for the mobile-trading companies she comes 
across: "I am quite tempted to go and let 
their tyres down, frankly." She talks about 
the vulnerable people who use the tmcks, 
who don't have the confidence to buy at 
mainstream stores, who don't have the cash, 
sickness beneficiaries, people who are lonely, 
people who respond to friendly doorknock- 
ers because no one has been nice to them 
all week. 

In her opinion, the mobile-trading com- 
panies are "predatory operators and they 
play on the fact that you need a boost and 
you can have it right now and it feels okay. 
There's a whole relationship built in there 
that is part of the deal." 

Linda Aitchison, 64, stands on the street 
in Frankton, Hamilton, and shows off the 
trackpants and jacket, $119, she bought 


recently from a tmck shop, "from a lovely 
lady called Jenny". She wears them every 
day. She pays $ 10 out of her sickness benefit 
every Monday night, and hopes she won't 
have reason to use the tmcks again once the 
clothes are paid off. She approached one 
because she saw it parked on the road and 
she needed clothes and she had no cash. 
"I'm not really keen on them," she says. 
"Some of them are rip-offs and I'm short 
on money. My cat and I are starving. I'm 
walking the streets picking out food from 
the rubbish cans." 

A lot of the time, mobile-tmck custom- 
ers are borrowing small amounts and can 
drip-feed repayments. "But it adds up," says 


Maxwell. She and her team do a lot of work 
with borrowers around the concept of today 
versus tomorrow. "Today, the problem is 
everything, but tomorrow the debt is still 
there and the problem is bigger." She has 
seen "the penny drop" when people better 
understand the effects of debt and its impli- 
cations on the future. 

Education could be the most effective 
tool in combating the problematic effects 
for some tmck-shop customers. Lending 
is a difficult area to legislate and methods 
such as adding interest-rate caps could mean 
business owners will recoup the money 
elsewhere with extra fees, or by charging 
more for each item. Another concern is that 
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although community workers maybe aware 
of updates to the CCCFA and the FTA, "a lot 
of people don't know they have rights and 
so they don't know they can say this isn't 
right", says Maxwell. 

Community workers agree that arming 
borrowers with financial literacy is a must, 
but one based in Mangere, Justin Latif, says 
"there are really not enough budgeters in 
this community to handle all the budget- 
ing problems". The Federation of Family 
Budgeting Services works with 45,000 client 
families each year. 

The Do Not Knock initiative, run by 
Consumer NZ, is lobbying for changes to 
the Fair Trading Act, on the heels of Aus- 
tralia strengthening its laws, to make it an 
offence for sellers to ignore a Do Not Knock 
sign. Latif has noticed Do Not Knock stick- 
ers on a number of doors in the Mangere 


community, and although it does not 
address the issue of truck shops parking in 
poor neighbourhoods, or those being called 
to people's houses, it does give power to 
people who are trying to stop using them. 
"There has been a shift in thinking," he 
says, "and as that grows, as communities 
get stronger, you will see these guys being 
pushed out." 

STICKERS ON HER DOOR 

Gemma Pitman has two Do Not Knock 
stickers on her door and has given them to 
neighbours and friends. If the stickers don't 
work, she plans to yell the mobile traders 
out of town. "I'll just tell them to go get 
...," she says. 

Hera Keepa also has a sticker on the slid- 
ing door at her flat. She recently sought help 
from a community budgeting service. "I am 


hoping to get myself out of this debt," she 
says. "I'm gonna be strong enough to stop 
them this time around. Now that I have my 
budget adviser and the sticker, I've turned 
away so many people, and I'm pretty proud 
of myself for doing that." 

The mobile traders still knock, she says, 
despite the sticker. "I tell them, 'I'm sorry, I 
can't afford it', and they say, 'Well, you can 
pay the minimum $10 a week, $10 is fine.' 
They are not worried about how broke we 
are, they are worried about getting a sale. I 
wish they would stop altogether, but I don't 
think that's ever going to happen." 

Peter Humphreys is the manager of the 
men's night shelter in Hamilton central. He 
has seen the tmck shops parked up across the 
road. The last time was about four months 
ago. "I went out and said, 'Do not come 
here. Many of these guys are here because of 
debt, so for the [truck shops] to come to the 
shelter, I find it just unbelievable." 

George Mohi, 44, a Hamilton streetie and 
occasional resident at the night shelter, owes 
about $2500 to several truck shops. He pays 
one of them $23 a week for a faux leather 
jacket that cost $400, that he feels no pride 
or joy in owning, he just needed something 
warm. 

"You don't have cash, so you're think- 
ing about the now, you know what I mean? 
They don't give a shit if I can pay it back." He 
shuffles down the street talking to himself 
in a low murmur. It's probably too hot for 
the jacket, but he wears it anyway because 
he has nowhere to put it down, and because 
he can't risk losing the most expensive thing 
he owns. I 

Getting tougher 

In the next 12 months, the Commerce 
Commission plans to revisit the mobile 
traders who received compliance 
advice and review contracts, websites 
and catalogues. According to the 
report, about 20% of the mobile 
traders have been reluctant to assist 
with enquiries and less receptive to 
the commission's approach. It says 
these traders will be a particular 
focus of its ongoing work. Former 
Flexi Buy director Vikram Mehta has 
been charged with obtaining money 
from customers by deception and 
accepting payment from customers 
without intending to supply the goods 
they contracted to buy.

With Valentine’s Day comes 
an obligation to mark it in

L ove," says Matt Groen- 
ing, "is a snowmobile 
racing across the tundra 
and then suddenly it flips 
over, pinning you under- 
neath. At night, the ice 
weasels come." It's a fairly 
disturbing metaphor, but 
he is the creator of The Simpsons, after all. 
Homer doesn’t strike me as one to remember 



anniversaries and Valentine's Day, so what 
does this say about Groening's home life? 

Let this be a reminder that Valentine's 
is nearly here. As with the origin stories of 
numerous superstitions, rituals and celebra- 
tions, the orthodox view is that Valentine's 
Day is a Christianisation of a non-Christian 
festival - perhaps the Roman (or even pre- 
Roman) celebration of fertility and health. 

These days, Valentine's has been heavily 


consumerised. We're surrounded by stories 
telling us how to show our significant other 
that we love them and implying that we're 
not whole people unless we do. Unsurpris- 
ingly, the most popular Valentine's ritual 
is the exchange of gifts and cards. Second 
most popular is going out. This might sound 
cliched, particularly if it's the only time 
you do go out, but research shows that in 
an increasingly busy world, it's a socially 
sanctioned opportunity for couples to put 
themselves first. 

The symbolic importance of food sharing 
is manifested again by couples who make 
a celebration of preparing then sharing a 
meal. It's a powerful thing to cook together, 
and we know that something intimate is 
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going on when people share their food or 
feed each other. 

A final class of Valentine's activity iden- 
tified by researchers is "primping and 
preening" - making a special effort to look 
good for your partner. If we follow the 
evolutionary route, these activities signal 
our appropriateness as a mate - that we 
can afford to support our offspring or our 
hygiene makes us worth considering. 

BLISSFULLY IGNORANT 

So, this is a reminder - if you're a 
bloke, that is. If you're a woman, 
you'll already be thinking about 
how to celebrate your feelings for the 
important one in your life. If you're a 
guy, you're either trepidatious about 
what to do or blissfully ignorant that 
Valentine's Day is coming up. 

Men and women do not come 
from different planets (we are more 
similar than we are different), but 
they do have different views on cele- 
brating our intimate relationships. 

An analysis of Valentine's Day 
announcements (Canadians do 
this) shows that common mean- 
ings of the day include expressing love, 
praise, commitment and fidelity. Women 
tend to profess their love and commitment 
("I love you and will be with you always"), 
whereas men are more likely to emphasise 
praise and commitment ("You're the best, 
let's grow old together"). I wonder if blokes 
really mean, "I don't know how to use the 
washing machine. Please don't leave me." 

I don't know how many New Zealand- 
ers celebrate the day, but about one in six 
Americans do. Which means a good number 
of people don't. 

Valentine's is not without its downsides. 
What if you're single, for example? Just as 
couples may look forward to Valentine's, it 
can also be a painful reminder to singles that 
they're missing something that the media 
tell them is part of being a whole person. 

The second most common downside that 
men report is the sense of obligation - that 
you have to go out or you have to buy flow- 
ers or chocolates. Perhaps even worse, what 
if the gift exchange is one-sided? Maybe 
Valentine's Day can mark the end of rela- 
tionships, too. 

People in my line of work spend a lot of 
time studying other people and their loves 
and lusts, so we must have a good idea of 
how to give novelist Nicholas Sparks a run 
for his money come Valentine's, right? Not 


if, as many students of psychology think, 
our research reflects what we're bad at. Take 
US psychologist Robert Sternberg. Multiply 
married, he is an influential researcher who 
has argued that what we think of as love 
is made up of passion, commitment and 
intimacy. 

"Twoo wuv"* is what we get if we have all 
three, with love of other flavours reflecting 
some but not all of them. From there he 
went on to look at people's "love stories" -

is love like art, business or perhaps a game? 
Romantic partners tend to have similar 
stories, and the greater the similarity the 
greater the relationship satisfaction. 

But we do know a fair bit about romantic 
attraction. Some of it is depressing. A woman 
with a C-cup bosom will get chatted up

more than the same woman with an A-cup. 
Women prefer a lightly stubbled male to one 
who's cleanly shaven or has Sasquatch-level 
hirsuteness. If you're a man going on a date, 
you're more attractive driving a Porsche 
than a Suzuki Swift. On average, anyway. 
And that's part of the problem - there is no 
surefire recipe for the perfect cake of love. 
Everyone is slightly different, and although 
statistically the odds are better than chance 
that your date will like a light stubble, he or 


she might be one of the less-than-chancers 
who really likes the yeti. 

WEAR SOMETHING RED 

If you want to maximise your chances, what 
can you do? Here's some evidence-based 
advice from people who study love. 

Wear something red. Researcher Daniela 
Kayser and colleagues have reported that 
men ask more intimate questions, and sit 
closer to, a woman wearing red (compared 
with the control colour of green). 
Why? The argument comes from 
female chimpanzees that display red 
when nearing ovulation and ends 
with the idea that red is an evolved 
cultural symbol for fertility. Sadly, 
Kayser doesn't say what happens 
when men wear red. 

Strike a balance between talking 
about yourself and asking about 
your partner. British psychologist 
Richard Wiseman says the most 
effective chat-up lines he's found in 
mass speed-dating experiments are 
of the "if you were a pizza, what kind 
of topping would you have?" variety, 
because they're vaguely witty and 
invite self-disclosure. 

Make sure you reciprocate, though - self- 
disclosure makes people feel more intimate 
and comfortable. Wiseman's research with 
personal ads suggests a good ad is 70% about 
you and what you're like and 30% about 
your ideal partner. Too much about you and 
people think you're an egotist, too much 
about your preferred partner and you're just 
creepy and controlling. 

Mirror your partner. We naturally tend to 
do this to some extent, and some of us more 
than others. We tend to like people who are 
like us, and this can be in terms of attitudes 
and physical and linguistic behaviour. It's 
a tricky balance, though - self-help books 
might say that mirroring makes you more 
persuasive and appealing, but they don't 
say that obvious mirroring looks deliberate 
and desperate. 

And desperation isn't sexy. Books by "pro- 
fessional" pick-up artists might claim that 
making someone jealous by talking up how 
many other people you fancy makes you 
more fanciable, but research says the reverse. 
People like to feel special, and appearing 
indiscriminate or desperate doesn't say 
"you're the one". 

Or maybe, just maybe, you could be your- 
self, and try not to overthink things. I

You're a sports follower and enthusiastic 
participant. Did any particular person or 
experience ignite your interest? 

No one person, but in terms of experience 
- yes, a very elementary one. I remem- 
ber as a preschooler throwing a tennis 
ball against the brick side of the house, 
catching it, then throwing it harder and at 
different angles to make it more difficult, 
and in this basic way I found I had some 
control over a small piece of the world. 

I could make it respond (and myself 
accordingly) as another kid, in a different 
neighbourhood, might have experienced 
by pressing down on a key on a piano. 

You play or have played several sports. If you 
could be exceptional at one, which would it be? 

Probably surfing, for the simple reason 
that, aside from all the physical challenges 
and demands made on the surfer and 
the inherent dangers, it offers something 
extra, and aesthetically rare, that's unavail- 
able in other sports. 

You're a boxing fan, so what's your response 
to those who say it's barbaric and should be 
banned? 

It is barbaric, but what BBC costume 
dramas are to life so is other sport to 
boxing. It is raw and real, terribly expos- 
ing for its participants, with no place to 
hide or teammates to fall back on. I am 
often amused when a boxer talks about 
how hard "we" trained for a fight, and 
"we" turns out to be an 80-year-old trainer 
or corner man nodding enthusiastically 
at his young charge's opinion. 

Will Joseph Parker become the world 


heavyweight champion? 

He has all the tools, is extremely fast for 
a big man and is intelligent inside and 
outside the ring (so far), but until he is hit, 
we won't know about the size of his heart 
or his durability. Nor do we know (yet) 
if he has knockout power late in a fight. 
And that is what made David Tua such a 
dangerous customer. Many a time he was 
way behind on the scorecard entering the 
late rounds, and his opponent couldn't 
quite believe how easy it was . . . until he

woke up to the puzzling circumstances of 
his head on the canvas. 

Ernest Hemingway versus Norman Mailer in 
their primes. Marquess of Queensberry rules. 
Who wins and why? 

I'm almost too embarrassed to answer, 
but as the potential for embarrassment 
has never prevented me ... I will say 
Hemingway (but not the bloated Hem- 
ingway). Pathetically, Mailer started 
many fights, but never won any. But 
that kind of crap is long over, thank god. 

I believe that in a social but keenly contested 
cricket match you were once run out without 
facing a ball, and that when the opposition 
allowed you another turn at bat, you managed 


to do it again. How could that happen and 
what was your reaction? 

An elderly defence lawyer, Craig Smith, 
was the culprit. He was a bit slow out of 
the blocks (twice). He offered to fall on his 
sword, but I couldn't find one big enough. 
As for my reaction, as I recall, it was one 
of extraordinary equanimity on the one 
hand and homicidal rage on the other, 
culminating in a toxicity of self-loathing. 
Such is cricket, as the saying goes. 

You wrote The Book of Fame, a much- 
loved, prize-winning novel about the 1905 
Immortals. Do you see anything of that team 
in the current All Blacks? 

The current team is to be admired for 
other reasons: their dedication, discipline 
and verve. The 1905 version had less help 
and were required do more in terms of re- 
imagining how the game might be played, 
while coming to terms with their place as 
champions of a sport, which, at that time, 
was not expected. I suspect it was as much 
a shock to them as it was to their hosts. 

Is there a piece of sportswriting or writing 
about sport that you particularly admire? 

James McNeish's novel Lovelock quickly 
comes to mind. Greg McGee's Foreskin's 
Lament, which years ago I read as a play- 
script before I saw the play, and thought 
it extraordinary in the sense that anyone 
who had played the game during the 70s 
instantly recognised themselves or others. 

I took my mother to the play at Circa, 
which I later regretted. It was a revelation 
to her. She asked me in full seriousness, 
"Do men really talk like that?" 
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The late David Foster Wallace wrote 
some great pieces on tennis, and porn, 
specifically their industry Oscars (if we are 
to cast the net a bit wider). I very much 
admire Roger Deakin's Waterlog, an eccen- 
tric undertaking to swim the length of the 
UK via old ponds, rivers, canals and so on. 

When I was younger, my brother put 
me on to AJ Liebling's pieces on boxing, 
which I loved, and also George Plimpton's 
Shadow Box, which still provides the best 
account of the Ali-Foreman Rumble in the 
Jungle. There is also a brilliant novel (the 
title of which I've forgotten) by a Scottish 


alcoholic (whose name I've also forgotten) 
who visits the cinema to watch Ali's fights. 
I don't remember more than that, and the 
heroism on screen thrown up against the 
grinding poverty and circumstances of the 
writer's life. 

Our cultural elite give the impression they 
are more disdainful of sport than their 
counterparts in the UK, the US and Australia. 
Do you agree and, if so, why do you think this 
is? 

I don't know that that is true any more. 
And besides, there is nothing holy or

sacrosanct about sport. At times, it 
deserves our disdain. But is it not also tme 
that top athletes and artists have a lot 
more in common than is popularly under- 
stood or acknowledged? If any budding 
athlete needs to know about discipline, 
sacrifice, not to mention ambition, and 
overcoming multiple failures, then look 
no further than into an artist's life. I

Having been raised by a solo dad and survived a bad marriage 
only to lose her new husband to cancer, Mary Fenwick feels 
well-qualified in her role as agony aunt, photograph by tony nyberg 


I f personal experience is a pre- 
requisite for being an agony aunt, 
Mary Fenwick is overqualified. 
Divorced, remarried, widowed and 
a solo mother by her mid-forties, 
she manages several professional 
roles alongside her position as 
agony aunt to readers of the British 
magazine Psychologies. 

Now 53, Central Otago-born Fen- 
wick has lived in the UK for 26 years. A 
business coach and public speaker, she 
represents the University of Auckland in 
London, liaising with alumni and fund- 
raising, but her greatest enjoyment is her 
monthly column. 


Why does dealing with other people's 
problems give you such a buzz? 

It's my dream job. Every journalist wants 
to have a column; it's a very coveted job. 
And I loved the magazine before I wrote 
for it. Through a series of connections, I 
got to know the new editor, Suzy Greaves. 
She asked me to audition for the agony- 
aunt role along with others. Basically, with

that sort of role, the choice is whether 
it's a psychologist who can write or a 
journalist with an interest in psychol- 
ogy. We all had to answer a test question, 
then she took our names off our answers 
and shared them with her team. They 
jointly chose the voice they wanted for 
the magazine, and that was me. 

What gave you the edge? 

The things they liked about me are that 
I am kind and practical. The editor was 
influenced by the style of an agony aunt 
named Cheryl Strayed, whom people 
know from the book Wild, which was also 
made into a movie. Suzy asked me to read 
Strayed's book of agony-aunt questions - 
Tiny Beautiful Things: Advice on Love and 
Life from Dear Sugar. It's really passionate 
and she talks about her own experiences. 
She's also not afraid to be firm with 
people. I found myself crying, just reading

lunchtime, but I remar- 
ried, and Will and I were very happy. 

When we met, it was terribly dramatic 
and upsetting for everyone involved, as 
both of us were married to other people 
and I was pregnant with my third child. 

I have to say one of my motivations was 
wanting my children to grow up within 
a happy relationship, not a destmetive 
one. That is where my own history comes 
into it - when my mother left my father, 
that was a scandal, too, and I believe 
strongly she did the right thing because 
she showed me that even if you make a 
mistake by marrying the wrong person, 
you are allowed to live your life and try 
again. 

Then it just seemed unspeakably cruel 
that we had been through so much to 
be together - the family relationships 
were all working, and we were incredibly 
happy together. Will died a fit and healthy 
man, from cancer, at 44. It was terrible, a 
tragedy for everyone who knew him and 
a tragedy for him. I feel enormously privi- 
leged to have had what we had. Many 


people never have that, 
we did, and we knew 
it. A good marriage is 
worth fighting for and 
is a huge source of hap- 
piness and strength. I 
want people in good 
marriages to appreciate 
them. A bad marriage 
can be a living death. 

Aside from writing, 
coaching, raising 
children and your work 
for the university, do you 
have time for reading for 
pleasure? 

Recently Tve got into a 
series of novels by Elizabeth Jane Howard 
called the Cazalet Chronicles. I loved 
them. This year, through a book group, I 
came across the Starbridge series of novels 
by Susan Ho watch. They're set within the 
Church of England, and they're about 
God, among other things. I regard myself 
as an atheist, but I am very attracted to 
questions about the meaning of life, so if I 
read the vocabulary that says "God", and 
think of it as "meaning of life" or "love", I 
feel engaged by those questions. The char- 
acters in her novels are mostly men, very 
flawed but striving to do their best and 
to live a really good life - so it is mostly 
church, love, God, sex, sin, everything - 1 
love them. 

Another writer I recently discovered is 
William Nicholson. I started out with his 
novel called The Secret Intensity of Everyday 
Life. Some of my all-time favourite novels 
are by PG Wodehouse. I sat and read 
Wodehouse to myself by Will's bed in the 
hospice. It was such a different world, 
quite intellectually engaging because 
those Jeeves books are densely plotted, 
and there's the vocabulary and the wit. 

My other classics are Cold Comfort Farm 
by Stella Gibbons, and Middlemarch by 
George Eliot, as well as anything by Jane 
Austen. 


Any final thoughts on life? 

I feel two things strongly - what's the 
worst that can happen? And that already 
has [Will's death]. And the other is that 
any particular niggle, like whose turn is it 
to stack the dishwasher or whatever, I just 
think, "Wouldn't Will love to be here to 
deal with that problem?"

Strayed's book has the 
word advice in the title, 
but you claim not to give 
advice. How do you avoid 
it? 

I am allergic to advice. 

I don't think it works, 
so I try not to give 
advice. I share my experience and try to 
point people in the direction of resources 
and help them build confidence in their 
ability. I strongly believe we have our best 
answers within ourselves. 


What books do you point people towards? 

In terms of relationships, I would always 
say John Gottman's book The Seven 
Principles for Making Marriage Work. It's 
fantastic. He is the divorce guru. He did 
some groundbreaking work where he 
can predict divorce or the chances of it 
from listening to the first five minutes of 
a couple's conversation. It's to do with 
tone of voice, how you engage. He set 
up the study so people would deal with 
a confrontational issue. It is critical you 
approach it gently. If you wade in with a 
harsh start-up, the conversation can never 
end better than it started. There is another 
good book published by Relate in the UK 
called After the Affair [Healing the Pain and 
Rebuilding Trust When a Partner Has Been 
Unfaithful, by Dr Janis A Spring]. In terms 
of general resources, the outstanding book 
for me was Emotional Intelligence: Why it 
Can Matter More Than IQ, by Daniel Gole- 
man. I have read it cover to cover several 
times. 


What happened in your life that gives you 
insight into readers' problems? 

My life experience has helped me more 
than anything in the job. My brother and 
I were brought up by Dad, which was 
unusual in 1960s and 70s New Zealand. 
Then when I went to England in 1990, 

I married a Scouser [Liverpudlian], but I 
left him.

t's the most common repro- 
ductive disorder in women, 
but there are big gaps in our 
knowledge about polycystic 
ovary syndrome (PCOS). 

It affects abut 10% of women 
of childbearing age and 


symptoms can include weight gain, 
increased facial hair, persistent acne, 
ovarian cysts and irregular periods. 
For many sufferers infertility is also a 
problem. 

It remains a condition that is man- 
aged rather than cured. But strides

have been made in understanding 
what causes it, thanks to University 
of Otago scientists who collaborated 
with researchers in France to look at 
the role of anti-Mullerian hormone 
(AMH). 

For some time AMH was mainly 
thought to be important in males as 
part of the embryonic development 
of their reproductive system. But 
as more has been learnt about the 
hormone, measuring its concentra- 
tion has become one of the ways of 
gauging how fast a woman's biologi- 
cal clock is ticking. 

"We've learnt that a lot 
of what is happening 
is driven by the 
circuitry of the brain/ 7 


"AMH can be a marker of ovar- 
ian reserves; how many developing 
follicles [egg sacs] are available in the 
ovary," says Rebecca Campbell of 
Otago's Centre for Neuroendocrinol- 
ogy. "In women with PCOS, its level 
dramatically increases - it can be 
two to three times higher - so these 
women produce a lot of develop- 
ing follicles, but they don't become 
mature enough for ovulation to 
occur." 

Until now, it hasn't been under- 
stood how AMH might be causing 
or worsening PCOS symptoms, but 
through a series of experiments the 
international team of scientists learnt 
how the hormone acts in the brain 
to overexcite the cells that control 
ovarian function. 

"It's the first time we've been able 
to identify this hormone as poten- 
tially being directly involved," says 
Campbell. 

It turns out that AMH activates 
the firing of specific brain cells that 
prompt the pituitary gland to release 
pulses of luteinising hormone into 


the bloodstream. Luteinising hormone regulates 
the function of the ovaries, but when released 
in excess, it results in abnormalities such as the 
development of ovarian cysts and higher levels of 
the "male" androgenic hormones, both hallmarks 
of PCOS. 

"Ultimately what this research suggests is that if 
high AMH is driving the increased activity of these 
cells then, if you could decrease levels or block 
its activity, you could potentially restore normal 
ovarian function," says Campbell. "That's the over- 
arching goal." 

Unfortunately it isn't quite that simple. "We 
don't have a good understanding of what else AMH 
does in the brain, but we do know it's important in 
the survival of some neurons, so we don't want to 
go interfering with its activity until we have a better 
grasp of its biological role in the brain," she says.

CATCHING DEPRESSION 

A new brain-imaging study may 
lead to a screening test that 
could identify children likely to 
develop depression. Researchers 
from Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and Harvard Medical 
School have found distinctive 
brain differences in children 
known to be at high risk because 
of family history. Early interven- 
tion is important, because once 
people have suffered an episode 
of a depression, they are likely to 
have another. 

GIRLS MORE FATIGUED 


C urrent treatments focus on managing the 
sufferer's main symptoms. There are drugs to 
regulate periods, reduce excessive hair growth 
and help with ovulation. It is important to get diag- 
nosed and treated because PCOS may increase the 
risk of developing a number of other conditions, 
including type 2 diabetes, high blood pressure 
and cancer of the womb. A healthy lifestyle is also 
believed to help, so the usual recommendations 
to control weight, exercise and avoid smoking all 
apply. 

"PCOS was first defined as a syndrome in the 
1930s, but for a long time it went undiagnosed 
in many women," says Campbell. "Part of the 
problem was that it manifests in different ways. 
Some women have the androgenic effects such as 
hair growth and acne; others have horrible cysts on 
their ovaries and fertility issues. My feeling is that 
it's a broad disorder that probably develops through 
a variety of different avenues but we have this one 
umbrella term for it." 

Campbell has spent several years research- 
ing what is happening in the wiring of the brain 
that might drive PCOS. Working with mice brain 
images, she is looking at circuits in the hypo- 
thalamus that have been identified as dramatically 
altered in the PCOS condition. 

"There are many things we don't understand 
about PCOS - it's a big black hole," she says. "But 
we've learnt that a lot of what is happening is 
driven by the circuitry of the brain. This research 
sets us a goal, but there is still a lot of work to get 
there." I 


In what is believed to be the 
biggest study of chronic fatigue 
syndrome (CFS), researchers at 
Bristol University have found that 
almost 2% of 16-year-olds have 
the condition for six months or 
more and nearly 3% have it for 
more than three months. CFS 
causes persistent exhaustion that 
doesn't go away with rest and 
sleep. The study showed that 
girls were almost twice as likely as 
boys to suffer from it. 

PHONES GET YOU MOVING 

A pilot study supported by the 
American Cancer Society has 
found that using smartphone 
reminders to prompt people to 
get moving can be effective at 
reducing sedentary behaviour. 
Over the seven-day study period, 
participants receiving reminders 
had significantly fewer minutes 
of daily sedentary time and more 
minutes of active time than a 
control group.

THIS LIFE 


F irefighters demolished the front wall of 
Briton Paul Mason's home so he could 
make the journey to hospital for a rou- 
tine hernia operation. A forklift was used 
to lift Mason, who weighed about 350kg, 
through the opening into a specially 
designed ambulance for the journey.

We know this because Mason's life 
has become tabloid fodder, fed to a 
readership hungry to alternately pass 
judgment on ("disgusting, vulgar 
man with no discipline, makes 
me sick") and sympathise with his 
predicament ("overeating at that level 
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has to be an illness"). 

Morbidly obese adults - those with 
a body-mass index of 40 or more - 
were once a shocking rarity but not 
any more. The New Zealand Health 
Survey shows they went from being 
3.4% of the population in 2006-07 
to 5.3% in 2014-15. That equates to 
nearly 200,000 people. 

Excess weight can contribute to 
a range of health conditions, such 
as type 2 diabetes, cardiovascular 
disease, cancer (kidney and uterine, 
for example), osteoarthritis, gout, 
gallstones and some reproductive 
disorders. As with smoking, it is one 
of the leading modifiable health-risk 
factors. 

A nutritious diet and regular exer- 
cise are prerequisites for maintaining 
a healthy weight. However, for those 
who've really piled on the kilos, the 
situation is more complex. Some 
individuals can achieve impressive 
weight loss through dietary change 
and physical activity, but most regain 
some or all of that bulk. 

Research suggests the human 
body adapts biologically to a higher 
weight. For instance, pre-adipocytes, 
which can develop into fat storage 
cells, proliferate, and changes in 
neural signalling occur that reward 
overconsumption of palatable foods 
in obese, but not overweight, indi- 
viduals. When attempts are made to 
reduce energy intake, these biologi- 
cal adaptations fight to preserve or 
even increase an individual's highest 
sustained weight, according to a 2015 
article in the Lancet. 

A 2013 British Medical Journal 
report, however, shows positive 
results from surgery. It published a 
review and meta-analysis of 1 1 clini- 
cal trials of bariatric surgery versus 
non-surgical - for example, dietary, 
dmg, behavioural therapy and any 
combination of these - obesity treat- 
ments. People in the trials who were 
operated on lost considerably more 
weight and had a higher remission 
rate from type 2 diabetes and meta- 
bolic syndrome than those who had 
non-surgical treatment. 

D r Richard Babor, a surgeon at 
Counties Manukau District 
Health Board, and four 
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colleagues do about 150 bariatric 
operations a year at the Manukau 
SuperClinic. "It's the only thing that's 
actually effective at the moment. 
There aren't any other drugs or 
medical interventions that work to 
the same degree. And diets definitely

He was referred to the clinic in 2013 for his sleep 
apnoea, and bariatric surgery was recommended. "I 
said no - 1 wanted to lose it on my own. So I joined 
a gym and did everything I was meant to, but I 
was too far gone. My body wasn't handling it and 
surgery became the best option for me," says How. 

To qualify for the operation, he had to lose 15kg. 
That was both to test his commitment to improve 
his diet and lifestyle and bring his weight down to 
a safer level for surgery. 

How made a number of changes. "I drank a lot 
of water before eating and cut out a lot of carbs." 

He also began eating lower-fat foods and traded 
in his deep fryer for an air fryer. And he resumed 
exercising. 

"I'd go down to the local pool and run laps in the 
water carrying my wife and kids on my shoulders. 
Everyone was having a good laugh at me, but I 
didn't care if I looked funny. I was doing everything 
I could to not let anybody down." 


C oncern for other people's feelings is a recurrent 
theme in The Big Ward: patients worry about 
not meeting the expectations of family, friends 
and the medical team and SuperClinic staff are 
protective of their patients. 

Babor hopes the programme will counter some 
of the prejudices overweight people facing weight- 
loss surgery have to contend with. "We constantly 
come up against those biases ourselves. People say, 
'Oh, weight-loss surgery, that's the cheat's way.' 

"That's unfair because the patients we treat who 
do well aren't people who are lazy. They've done 
all those things - they've tried all the diets and 
exercise and they transiently lose weight." Without 
surgery, however, the lost weight typically returns. 

Bariatric surgery isn't an easy option, says Babor, 
but a step that requires sacrifice and a lot of work 
by patients. "It's not just a matter of 'let's go down 
to the doctor's office and have a sleeve gastrec- 
tomy, that'll fix it'." 

Although Babor makes his living as a 
surgeon, he sees the long-term solution for 
the obesity epidemic elsewhere. "Population 
solutions to obesity aren't about operating 
on people. It's a social project that's 30, 40, 50 
years long that involves better regulation of our 
food supply, more social responsibility from 
food manufacturers, people having better 
education about what's good and not 
good to eat and improving the 
population's health literacy. 
"That's how we'll see an 
impact on obesity - not 
by doing more surgery on 
people." I 


don't work, we know that." In total, 
900-1000 such operations are done 
a year by public and private health 
providers. 

Babor is the face of the bariatric 
team in a new TV2 show, The Big 
Ward, which tells the story of six 
morbidly obese Kiwis, including 
Otara resident Nat How. Set in the 
Manukau clinic and surrounding 
community, the show follows the 
patients as they overhaul their diet 
and lifestyle to lose weight and 
qualify for potentially life-saving 
bariatric surgery. 

How was always big but active - he 
played mgby and mgby league and 
wrestled. After a series of injuries, 
including a broken neck, forced him 
to give up sport, he put on 80kg 
within a year. At his heaviest, How 
weighed 188kg and that 
led to sleep apnoea, a 
serious problem for a 
truck driver work- 
ing night shifts.

Hey, big lender 

A new bankless banking 
model is matching tech- 
sawy investors with 
people looking for a loan. 


H ave you ever fancied becoming a 
banker? Now you can pretend to 
be one using a peer-to-peer lending 
platform. 

The Government's overhaul of 
ageing investment law a few years 
ago paved the way for new ideas 
such as online-based ways to raise up to $2 million 
a year through either crowdfunding or peer-to-peer 
(P2P) lending. Crowdfunding has grabbed most 
attention, but P2P has generated a much bigger 
money flow since the regime was put in place in 



2014. 




Four platforms - Harmoney, Squirrel Money, 
LendMe and Lending Crowd - have so far been 
licensed by the Financial Markets Authority and 
launched their services. Last month, crowdfunding 
platform PledgeMe announced plans to join their 
ranks. 

P2P lending, which is done online, matches 
borrowers and lenders, based on how much risk an 
investor is willing to take and how likely a borrower 
is to repay the loan. By removing the cost of run- 
ning a retail branch network, P2P platforms offer 
juicier returns for lenders without usurious rates for 
borrowers. 

In New Zealand, the platforms operate in one of 
two ways. The first, used by Harmoney, LendMe 
and Lending Crowd, is what is called a fractionali- 
sation model. To reduce risk, an investor's capital 
is spread across different borrowers that fall within 
the lender's credit profile rather being packaged as 
a single loan. 

The other, which Squirrel has adopted, is a 
reserve model: an investor is matched to a borrower 
on a one-to-one basis. Risk is mitigated with some 
of the borrower's interest repayments siphoned into 


a fund to absorb potential losses. 

What makes P2P attractive for bor- 
rowers is the ease of signing up: they 
don't have to traipse to an office with 
a truckload of documentation to get 
a loan. The platforms accept scanned 
documents, hold interviews via Skype 
and draw on web-based data to make 
risk assessments. 

The lending rates on Harmoney's 
personal loans range from 9.99% for 
the most creditworthy individuals to 
about 40% for the riskiest. The latter 
may sound like loan-shark territory, 
but most finance companies charge 
interest of about 15% for personal 
loans, rising to 30% for pay-day-style 
borrowing from a second- or third- 
tier lender. 

John Kensington, KPMG's head of 
financial services, says the typical bor- 
rower has a strong credit history and 


will pay a little more to avoid extra 
paperwork to top up their mortgage, 
or may be a young person who hasn't 
borrowed money before but isn't 
considered high-risk. 

"It's people with no credit history, 
or who just don't want the hassle of 
going back to the bank, or maybe 
some who don't want the bank to see 
everything they're doing," he says. 

R ecord low interest rates, new 
technology, solid jobs growth 
and a lingering suspicion of 
banks since the global financial crisis 
have helped Harmoney lend more 
than $100 million in its first year - a 
level that would satisfy most finance 
companies, says Kensington. 

Still, he doesn't think P2P lending 
has been fully tested yet and expects 
that some investors don't understand 
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that there will inevitably be missed 
repayments by higher-risk borrowers. 

The typical investor might be 
expected to be older, cashed-up and 
financially literate. But although there 
has been interest from people who

fit that profile, young, tech-sawy 
types have been fast adopters. They 
are attracted by higher returns over 
bank deposits and like doing business 
online, Kensington says. 

Goodlife Advice financial adviser 
Daniel Carney has dabbled in P2P 


and set up a blog to share his experi- 
ence. He calls it "hobby investing", 
because he's only committed small 
amounts so far, earning an annual 
16.9% return. 

"I know I'll get defaults and have 
people mn away and not pay their 
loans, but I'm comfortable that if I 
have enough spread of risk that I'll 
get a good return on investment," he 
says. 

Although Carney doesn't advise 
clients to try P2P lending, he envis- 
ages a time when it could be part of a 
diversified investment portfolio. 

One thing investors need to 
remember is their money is tied up 
for the length of the loan. Until a 
secondary market is set up, once in 
they're there for the long haul, good 
or bad. I

The five P2P platforms 

1. HARMONEY 

This is the first and biggest of the local peer-to- 
peer players. Its shareholders include Heartland 
Bank and Trade Me, and until recently, veteran 
director Rob Campbell was chairman. The com- 
pany is expanding into Australia with a $200 
million funding line from UK-based lender P2P 
Global Investments. Harmoney attracted more 
than 3000 lenders and about 8000 borrowers 
in its first year. Its average account balance is 
$6000 and the realised rate of return across all 
loans is 12.2%. 

2. LENDME 

The second P2P operator to be licensed, 
LendMe opened its doors in November and 
focuses on secured lending against a bor- 
rower's assets, such as property. It's targeting 
loans to the rural sector and retirees with strong 
credit histories and assets to use as security. 

Last year, the company said it was in talks about 
aligning itself with a bank, but it has made no 
further announcement on that front. 

3. SQUIRREL MONEY 

The third licensed platform was launched in 
November and touts itself as an authentic peer- 
to-peer lender as it doesn't use bank funding. 
Squirrel avoids borrowers with a poor track 
record and is using a reserve fund to mitigate 
lender risk. The platform is owned by former 
ANZ executive John Bolton, who set up Squir- 
rel Mortgages, Auckland's largest mortgage 
broker. 

4. LENDING CROWD 

Lending Crowd, which was fourth to launch, 
is owned by Wayne Croad, Finance Direct's 
major shareholder, and is concentrating on car 
and personal loans and lending to small- and 
medium-sized businesses. Lending Crowd 
has said its loans will be secured by vehicles, a 
second security over commercial or residential 
property, or a combination of the two. 

5. PLEDGEME 

Established crowdfunder PledgeMe wants to 
extend its experience into P2P lending. Organi- 
sations borrowing money through the platform 
will be able to offer investor rewards beyond 
interest repayments, similar to PledgeMe's 
crowdfunding campaigns. Provided PledgeMe 
gets a licence, it expects to go live by mid-year, 
and won't be seeking bank funding to finance 
loans.

A cut above 

Cheaper lamb cuts make tasty meals 
that won’t blow the family budget. 


I n 1882, when the first shipment of frozen 
lamb carcasses left our shores destined for 
Britain, the long-term effect on the economy 
was hardly foreseen. The huge contribution 
our farmers have made has resulted in meat, 
and the later dairy production, forming 
the backbone of our economy. Today, farm 
produce makes up more than 50% of our export 
earnings, and despite the price fluctuations, it still 
underpins our GNP. 

So, it is worth considering marking that inau- 
gural shipment by feasting on tender lamb on 
National Lamb Day on February 15. This celebra- 
tion was introduced last year by Beef + Lamb 
NZ, the local marketing arm of beef and lamb 
production. 

When it comes to choosing lamb for a special 
occasion, many people opt for a rather pricey leg, 
which will feed a crowd of 10-12. Quicker and 
easier is the classic but equally expensive rack of 
lamb, which remains juicy if cooked to just past 
rare. 

This year, why not try some other lamb cuts that 
won't blow the family budget? The butcher at my 
supermarket pointed me in the direction of lamb 
ribs, saying they were inexpensive and ideal for 
barbecuing. Meaty and tender, the ribs are cut from 
the belly of the lamb. After marinating the meat 
in a mixture of soy sauce and chilli, I slowly grilled 
it over a low flame. These ribs were a hit with my 
family, who particularly enjoyed being able to eat 
them in their fingers. (Many years ago, my brother 
declared that food always tastes better when eaten 
in the hands - much to chagrin of our parents.) 

With a constant eye on healthy eating, I love to 
make a large salad with seasonal vegetables, gar- 
nishing rather than swamping the plate with thinly 
sliced lamb back straps or fillets. This way of eating 
can turn a small amount of meat into a real treat 
and it will go further than other recipes that have 
meat as the centrepiece. 

SPICY LAMB SPARE RIBS WITH PICKLED MINT SAUCE 

3 tbsp light soy sauce 
2 tbsp rice wine vinegar 
1 tbsp toasted sesame seeds 
1 small chilli , finely sliced 
1 tsp brown sugar 
800g lamb spare ribs 
MINT SAUCE 

1 very large handful mint , leaves and stalks separated 
150ml white wine vinegar 
75g sugar 

Mix the soy sauce, vinegar, sesame seeds, chilli and 
brown sugar together and pour into a shallow dish. 
Add the ribs, then turn them in the marinade until 
completely coated. Leave overnight or for at least 
an hour. 



Fire up the barbecue and when it's 
hot, place the ribs over the heat. Turn 
frequently to stop them burning. 

Aim to get the meat golden brown, 
with almost caramelly dark-brown 
edges. Remove from the heat and 
serve on a platter with the pickled 
mint sauce. 

To make the sauce, strip the leaves 
from the stalks and chop the stalks 
into tiny pieces. Place the vinegar, 
sugar and chopped stalks in a sauce- 
pan over the heat. Stir until the sugar 
has dissolved, then bring the vinegar 
to the boil. Boil for 2-3 minutes, then 
remove from the heat and tip into a 
small bowl to cool. Infuse the mixture 
for an hour or two, then strain it into 
a jug. 

Chop the mint leaves very finely, 
then add to the vinegar mixture. 

The mint will turn dark green almost 
immediately, and the sauce will be 
delicious.

LAMB SALAD WITH RADISH, WATERCRESS 
AND WATERMELON 

300g lamb fillets or tenderloins 
2 tbsp sesame oil 
2 lemons 

salt and freshly ground black pepper 
6 small, firm radishes 
2 cups baby watercress leaves 

2 thick slices watermelon (250g) 

1 cup small basil leaves 

basil flowers to garnish 
DRESSING 

1 lemon , zest and juice 

3 tbsp grapeseed oil 

salt and freshly ground black pepper 

Trim the fat and sinew from the 
lamb. In a bowl, combine the oil, 
finely grated zest and juice of the 
lemons and a little salt and freshly 
ground black pepper. Add the lamb 
and let it marinate for up to an hour. 

Meanwhile, prepare the other ingre- 
dients. Wash the radishes and use a 
sharp knife or a Japanese mandolin to 
cut them into paper-thin slices. 
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Cutting-edge equipment 


When you need to slice some- 
thing paper- thin, a Japanese 
mandolin is a handy tool. I have 
two: one is the quality Benriner 
brand and the other is a cheap 
copy from a Bangkok market. 

Available from specialty 
cookware and online stores, 
a mandolin is light and easy 
to store. These gadgets often 
come with a variety of blades so 
you can shred or grate fruit and 
vegetables with ease. The blade 
is super sharp, so always use the 
special pronged finger protector 
to keep the blade covered and 
your hands safe.

Wash the watercress, then dry it 
in a clean tea towel or salad spinner. 
Cut off any tough stalks and discard. 
Remove the watermelon rind, then 
cut the flesh into even chunks, dis- 
carding any obvious large seeds. 

Make the dressing by shaking the 
ingredients in a screwtop jar. 

Heat a barbecue grill or a ridged 
grill pan until hot. Cook the lamb 
over a medium heat until golden 
brown on both sides, but still a little 
springy to the touch. Let the meat 
rest while you make the salad. 

Toss the radishes, watercress, water- 
melon and basil together, adding 
most of the dressing. Spread on a 
serving platter or divide between 4 
dinner plates. 

Slice the lamb thinly and place on 
top of the salad. Garnish with basil 
flowers. Pour the remaining dressing 
over the top and serve.

A ir New Zealand is the biggest single server 
of New Zealand wines, each year pouring 
about 6.5 million glasses. 

A year ago, after studying how wine 
was consumed in-flight, the airline appointed 
Villa Maria as the sole supplier for its economy 
and premium economy classes. Villa Maria owns 
several brands - including Esk Valley, Vidal, Te 
Awa and Thornbury. 

But chief operations officer Bmce Parton says 
most of us in economy class don’t worry about 
the label and just want a glass of sauvignon blanc 
or pinot noir. The move, he says, has allowed the 
airline to simplify its buying, make savings and 
get better wines. 

Now the airline's focus is on business class. For 
many years, any winery could submit samples, 
but in 2014 Air New Zealand announced it 
would choose its business-class wines from gold- 
and silver-medal winners at the long-established, 
industry-run Air New Zealand Wine Awards. 

No longer. "The problem we found is that only 
about 30% of the industry submit their wine 
through that forum," says head of procurement 


Anna Palairet. In fact, many of the 
country's most highly regarded produc- 
ers avoid wine competitions. 

Instead, a team of four consultants 
will taste the wines offered for busi- 
ness class. Two experienced local wine 
judges, John Belsham and Jim Harre, 
were joined recently by wine com- 
mentators Fongyee Walker, of China, 
and California-based Linda Murphy. 
"Linda and Fongyee will bring an 
intimate knowledge of which style of 
New Zealand wines will bring the most 
enjoyment to customers originating in 
their respective parts of the world," says 
Mike Tod, the airline's chief marketing 
and customer officer. 

Other, rarer wines will also be served 
in business class, recommended by 
this country's 1 1 holders of the UK- 
based Master of Wine qualification. In 
appreciation of their help, the airline 
recently opened a $5000 bottle of Tay- 
lor's 1863 tawny port. I

Trappings of 
success 

Scientists are literally 
taking the piss in an 
attempt to develop a super 
lure for animal pests. 


T he first time I visited the lab of organic 

chemist Rob Keyzers, it smelt like cat's pee. 
But no cats were in residence: Keyzers was 
analysing a range of sauvignon blancs to 
determine what gives some wines the so-called 
"cat's pee" smell and others the more desirable 
gooseberry and passionfruit aromas. 

These days, it really is urine you can smell in his 
lab. As part of a search for an effective super lure 
for mammalian pests, Keyzers has been analysing 
the excretion products of mice, rats, possums and 
stoats. In a project led by Keyzers and behavioural 
ecologist Wayne Linklater and funded by the 
Ministry of Business, Innovation and Employment, 
a team of Victoria University scientists are working 
to develop a super lure that will be more effective 
than food bait in attracting pests to traps that can 
kill them.

Current pest eradication methods include 1080- 
laced bait drops, single-kill traps and self-resetting 
traps, which all lure pest animals using food. 

"But food-based lures don't work particularly 
well when there's lots of other food in the environ- 
ment," Linklater points out. Food-based lures also 
decay quickly, have to be frequently replaced and 
are not very effective when animal densities are 
12 low, as there's little competition for food. "Food- 
| based lures aren't very good at eradicating. You 
iE can depress densities down to almost zero, but 
$ re-invasion and recruitment within the remaining 



population mean we need to continu- 
ally apply them." 

The super lure project aims to 
eliminate the possibility of pest 
re-invasion. "We need a lure that's 
so attractive we get the last one," he 
says. 

The alternative to food baits are 
chemical attractants that mimic the 
pheromones animals use to commu- 
nicate with each other. Pheromone 
attractants are already widely used 
in traps for insects, which use very 
simple chemical communication 
systems. 

K eyzers and Linklater's first chal- 
lenge is to identify a chemical 
that will consistently attract 
animals to a trap. Mammalian com- 
munication systems are complicated, 
involving hierarchical and sexual 
signalling. 

"With a complex mammal, you've 
got a very complicated but subtle 
interplay of signalling molecules 
involving a suite of chemicals, all at 
subtle concentration differences. The 
level of complexity of these prey-prey, 
predator-prey interactions - who's 
eavesdropping on who, who's observ- 
ing signals and making informed 
decisions based on those signals - is 
phenomenal," says Keyzers. 

Using a gas chromatograph mass 
spectrometer, Keyzers has been going 
through the time-consuming process 


of breaking pest species' excretion 
products into their constituent 
compounds. He says one sample of 
rat urine might yield 200 different 
chemicals, any one of which might 
be a suitable target for attracting rats 
from a distance. Each target is then 
tested in the lab before being tried in 
the field with traps. 

The second challenge - once a 
suitable attractant has been identified 

- is to develop it into a patentable 
commercial product with support 
from Viclink, the university's com- 
mercialisation office. This could 
involve combining the attractant 

- which may itself not be patent- 
able - with other compounds. "That 
then becomes a patentable product 
because it's now a novel formulation 
and our intellectual property," says 
Keyzers. 

After more than three years of 
work, the team have identified four 
potential rat lures, as well as 11 
potential possum lures, which they 
are now preparing for field testing. 

An effective super lure would 
reduce the trap density necessary for 
large scale predator control pro- 
grammes by drawing animals from 
further away and increasing animals' 
interaction rates with few traps. This 
would get us one step closer to a pest- 
free New Zealand and help boost our 
market share in the international pest 
eradication business. I

Heart of the 
high country 

Mesopotamia Station is 
said to have been named 
by its famous owner, 
Samuel Butler, but was it? 


W hat's in a name? A lot, if it's 

Mesopotamia Station in South 
Canterbury. Its one-time owner 
- Samuel Butler, famous for 
his novel Erewhon - is said to 
have named it after the wide 
valley between the Tigris and 
Euphrates rivers, now in modern Iraq, but once 
called Mesopotamia. (The name is Greek, meaning 
"land between two rivers"). But was he really the 
person who named it? 

Journalist John Thomson, in his biography 
Frank Worsley: Shackleton's Fearless Captain, tells of 
Frank and his brothers hunting wild cattle in the 
foothills of the Southern Alps in the 1850s. The 
Worsley family were well-educated, so the signifi- 
cance of land between two rivers was not lost on 
them. 

In 1860, Butler, whose mother was a Fanny 
Worsley from Bristol, migrated to New Zealand 
and settled in the same Canterbury high country. 
It's not proven that Fanny was connected to the

Canterbury Worsleys, but it's a tantalising thought 
that Butler simply adopted the title already given to 
the area by his kin, the Worsley cowboys. 

The present owner of Mesopotamia Station, 
Malcolm Prouting, is unfazed by the question mark 
over the naming. "Someone else may even have 


named it," he says cheerfully, as our 
group, who had sat in a tour bus all 
morning, tucks into a lunch worthy 
of the hardest-working station hand. 
Surely neither Butler nor Worsley 
would have approved of the local 
nickname, "Messie". 

The twisting gravel road to Meso- 
potamia is a challenge for our coach. 
Below us is the Rangitata River with 
its ribbons of water, sandbanks and 
terraces. Above, the mountain slopes 
(Mesopotamia is bordered by four 
mountain ranges) disappear in mist. 

Butler didn't come this way. He 


came, says guide Garry, from the 
other direction, crossing the Rakaia 
River, the Ashburton and then 
the Rangitata. He intrigued local 
farmers by later carting a piano 
up on a bullock dray and putting 
English watercolours on the walls of 
his hut. 

Soon we're at Mesopotamia - a 
weatherboard cookhouse, an old 
granary made of flattened kerosene 
tins, a woolshed made of beech and 
a rough little hut that was once a 
schoolroom. A school, further up 
the hill, built in 1956, was closed in

2000. It still looks neat and tidy as though there 
are children expected at any moment. The current 
Mesopotamia homestead is hidden by trees. 

Near the school, a heap of stones marks the site 
of the original homestead and a plaque commemo- 
rates World War I casualties from Mesopotamia. 

The site of Butler's home is nearby. 

We head for higher reaches, up and up. Our 
four-wheel drive bounces down into gullies, crosses 
creeks, and labours up the other side. We look 
down to the vast hazy plain and sprawling river 


and up to mountains blanketed in 
white. 

In the pasture between, we pass 
sheep, cattle and deer, including an 
outsized red deer/wapiti cross. But the 
animals don't make much impression 
on the feeling of near-emptiness and 
infinite space. 

Butler wrote of "the vastness of 
mountain and plain, of river and 
sky; the marvellous atmospheric 
effects ..." In this landscape it's easy 
to imagine how he dreamed up the 
weird land of Erewhon and why it 
appealed to Peter Jackson for his Lord 
of the Rings series.

M esopotamia's highest points 
are managed by the Depart- 
ment of Conservation 
following the drawn-out tenure 
review of leasehold land - the Prout- 
ings gained 5000ha of freehold 
and DoC retained 21,000ha for 
conservation. 

But that day, the mist stops us 
exploring any further up and we 
return to lower levels. We visit a 
back-of-beyond cemetery, carved 
out of tussock on a lonely patch of 
land. Some graves are from Butler's 
time, including that of Dr Andrew 
Sinclair, former New Zealand colo- 
nial secretary, who drowned while 
attempting to cross the Rangitata 
River in 1861. 

There are Prouting forebears buried 
here - the present family are the 
fourth generation on this land. On 
one gravestone, a local is celebrated as 
"deer culler, climber, soldier, dentist, 
francophile, wine-lover, gardener and 
packie" - the last-named celebrating 
the ability to load a packhorse. The 
No 8 fencing-wire approach was an 
essential talent hereabouts. 

It still is, but technology now plays 
a big part in mnning the station. 


JUST BEYOND HIS REACH 

British explorer Henry Worsley 
died on January 24 near the 
end of his solo epic fundraising 
bid to cross the Antarctic - 100 
years after Sir Ernest Shackleton 
had failed in the same attempt. 
Worsley was a distant relation 
of New Zealander Frank Wors- 
ley, Shackleton's skipper on the 
Endurance, which was crushed 
by pack ice before Shackleton 
set off. Henry Worsley was just 
48km short of his goal when he 
collapsed. He was airlifted to 
hospital in Chile, where he died 
from bacterial peritonitis.

As we zig-zag north, we get 
glimpses of other high country 
stations, including the historic Home- 
bush near Hororata, Canterbury, first 
taken up in 1850.

Forget the sex, says award-magnet Cate 
Blanchett, other title role in lesbian 
romance Carol by des sampson 


S he's already a two-time Oscar 
winner with The Aviator and 
Blue Jasmine, and Cate Blan- 
chett's evocative portrayal in 
Carol, a lesbian romance set 
in 1950s America, may add a 
third trophy to her haul. 

It's been an eventful 18 months for 
Blanchett, with pivotal performances in 
Manifesto, in which she tackles 13 differ- 
ent roles, Terrence Malick's experimental 
Knight of Cups, and Cinderella, where she's 
terrifyingly convincing 
as the evil stepmother 
in Disney's grown-up 
remake of the childhood 
classic. But it's Blanchett's 
compelling portrayal of 
60 Minutes news producer 
Mary Mapes in Truth, and 
her mesmeric performance 
in Carol as an unhappily 
married, middle-class 
Manhattan socialite who 
becomes embroiled in an illicit lesbian 
affair, that have set pulses racing and 
earned her yet more plaudits, includ- 
ing a BFI Fellowship award - the highest 
honour in British cinema. 

"I've had an embarrassment of riches in 
the past couple of years," acknowledges 
Blanchett. "Getting to make Truth, which 
is a very interesting piece of recent history 
about [the questions raised over] George W 
Bush's military service, was remarkable, as 
was working with [director] Todd Haynes 
again on Carol. Opportunities like that 
don't often present themselves in such a 
short period, so you grasp them with both 
hands, hang on tightly and let go lightly. 
"The only downside of making so many 


films with such different stories, one after 
another, is you're playing to very different 
audiences. So, you're still filled with that 
familiar trepidation, on opening night, of 
how everyone is going to receive it," she 
says. "That feeling doesn't go away no 
matter how many films you do." 

With Carol, a film largely based on Patri- 
cia Highsmith bestseller The Price of Salt, 
a semi-autobiographical tale of her own 
lesbian dalliances, there are many ways in 
which it might be received: as a titillating 
tale of forbidden sexual- 
ity; an examination of the 
repressed social mores and 
sexual taboos of 1950s 
America; or as Blanchett 
sees it, an extraordinary 
love story between her 
older, more sophisticated 
socialite character, Carol 
Aird, and her younger, 
love-stmck paramour, 
Therese Belivet, coyly 
played by Rooney Mara. 

"I think that if this film had been made 
five or 10 years ago - even if it had been 
exactly the same - it would have been per- 
ceived as much more political," Blanchett 
says. "Thankfully, the landscape and con- 
versations around same-sex relationships 
have advanced in that time, so it doesn't 
have to represent or stand for anything. 

"Instead, what's interesting about this 
beautiful film that Todd's made, and 
also Patricia Highsmith's novel, is it's 
the universality of the love story that 
comes to the fore, rather than any sort 
of political agenda," she says. "In the 
end, it's about falling in love, heartbreak, 
the challenges and barriers they have to

overcome to be together, like their age gap 
and the outsider nature of their love. It's 
about finding the deeply human, timeless, 
eternal side to falling in love. That's what 
makes this story so fascinating. 

"Overcoming obstacles in a relationship 
is an age-old dilemma," Blanchett says. 
"Just look at Romeo and Juliet : it wouldn't 
have been such a wonderful play if one 
wasn't a Montague and one wasn't a 
Capulet. Likewise, with Carol, it wouldn't 
be as powerful if there wasn't an age gap 
between them or if it wasn't about two 
women falling in love."

I t also wouldn't be as powerful if Carol 
was a contemporary film, rather than 
one set in conservative, puritanical 
1950s America, where same-sex relation- 
ships were not only taboo but also illegal. 

"People have a weird perception of that 
era. There's a sense that somehow when 
people fell in love in the 50s, because 
they're wearing girdles, that they didn't 
feel the same things we feel now or that 
they weren't as passionate. How ridicu- 
lous," she says. 

"Those feelings don't change, whether 
you're wearing a corset or a g-string 


- although the latter might make it easier 
to get naked!" 

In the scenes in Carol when Blanchett 
and Mara do eventually get naked, it's 
sensual rather than sexual, erotic rather 
than pornographic - although there's 
no denying the passionate, powerful 
chemistry that fuels the love scenes 
between the two. 

"Chemistry isn't something that you can 
create. You either have it or you don't, just 
like in real life," says Mara. "Luckily, for 
me, it was easy to feel chemistry towards 
Cate, because not only do I admire her as 


an actress, but my character spends much 
of the film in awe of this older woman and 
enamoured of her. So, those feelings were 
very easy for me to embody." 

"Frankly, it was a huge relief when we 
finally got to be together to do those [inti- 
mate] scenes," says Blanchett. "We'd spent 
so much of the film apart, repressing these 
volcanic feelings towards each other, that 
when we finally got together it was like, 
'Yes, about bloody time!"' I

C raig Miller describes Wellington 
as "one of the most caffeine- 
saturated places on earth". But as 
he reminds us in his book Coffee 
Houses of Wellington 1939 to 1979, 
this is nothing new. Before Midnight 
Espresso, Fidel's and Cafe E'affare there 
were the Casa Fontana, Suzy's, the Monde 
Marie, the Tete-a-Tete and the Chez Filly. 

Even before that, there were Greek- 
owned milk bars such as the Rosanna, 
the Florida and the Sunshine, some of 
which had espresso machines as early 
as the mid-1950s. These exotic devices 
were effectively rendered obsolete by the

H arry Bosch feels like a traitor when, 
in Michael Connelly's THE CROSS- 
ING (Allen & Unwin, $36.99), he goes 
across to "the dark side" - helping 
a lawyer defend a man accused of murder. 
Bosch has retired from the FAPD and 
indeed is suing the department, but still 
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feels an intense loyalty towards 
it and his comrades there. His 
half-brother, Mickey Haller - 
the "Fincoln Fawyer" of an 
earlier Connelly book - per- 
suades him to investigate a case 
where the accused insists he 
is innocent even though 
his DNA was found in the 
murdered woman's room. 

The view from the other 
side is illuminating in this 
insightful and intriguing 
novel. 

Umberto Eco takes a 
cynical view of Italian 
society and indeed West- 
ern society generally in 
NUMERO ZERO (Harvill 
Seeker, $36). His story 
about a group of misfit 
journalists working on a

ample opportunity for taking shots at 
the cormpt state of Italy, where politi- 
cians and functionaries routinely lie and 
cover up scandals, as well as con- 
spiracy theorists and the news 
media.

A 
powerful and persuasive 
polemic, made read- 
able by Eco's dry wit 
and fine writing.

Labour Government's "Black Budget" of 
1958, which made it impossible to import 
spare parts. When the machines broke 
down, there was no way to fix them. 
Cona-style coffee, brewed in glass flasks, 
filled the gap till the 1980s. 

Miller is an Auckland coffee roaster 
whose book pays homage to Wellington 
as New Zealand's centre of coffee culture, 
largely due to the influence of American 
soldiers based there during World War 
II. The first milk bars emerged to meet 
demand from these smartly dressed 
GIs and marines, for whom traditional 
English-style tea-rooms just didn't cut it. 

Later came the coffee lounges that were 
an integral part of the Wellington scene 
for three decades. In Miller's words, "They 
offered fresh coffee, a tonic for human 
life, in a relaxed atmosphere, which was 
often casual and more cerebral than the 
rest of the hospitality industry." 

In the days when pubs closed at 6pm 
and repressive licensing laws forbade 
today's licensed cafes, coffee lounges 
(Miller prefers the term coffee houses, 
though coffee lounge and coffee bar were 
more commonly used) were gathering 
places for the liberal intelligentsia. 

In places such as Suzy's, in Willis St, and 


Harry Seresin's Coffee Gallery, above Roy 
Parsons' bookshop on Lambton Quay, 
coffee was synonymous with conversation 
about politics, art and literature. Coffee 
lounges often doubled as art galleries and 
music venues - the latter most famously 
in the case of Mary Seddon's folkie 
hangout, the Monde Marie.

Miller identifies emigres such as Seresin, 
Suzy van der Kwast and Eelco Boswijk, 
whose Chez Eelco in Nelson has the 
honour of being the only non- Wellington 
coffee lounge to warrant a chapter in the 
book, as key figures in the emergence of a 
coffee culture. They found New Zealand 
socially arid and wanted some of the con- 
viviality they had known in Europe. 

The raw material, freshly roasted coffee, 
was supplied by local entrepreneurs 
Arthur Singleton, founder of the French 
Maid coffee brand, and John Calvin, who 
bought Fagg's Coffee in 1949. (Bizarrely, 
Fagg's was eventually acquired by build- 
ing-supply merchants Carter Holt.)

T hose who don't read her might 

associate the name "Marian Keyes" 
with marshmallow stuff: silly sto-

I 
like the story of a transported audience 
member drumming vigorously on a bald 
pate in the row in front. The question 
that remains unanswered is whether the 
patrons at the glamorous new Theatre de 
Champs-Elysees were outraged by Stravin- 
sky's explosively experimental music or by 
what they saw as the barbarism of Nijin- 
sky's choreography. Stravinsky mshed 
backstage "in a fury" when the protests 
began, he wrote later, and spent the rest of 
the performance standing behind Nijinsky 
holding on to the tails of his frock-coat 
"while he stood on a chair shouting num- 
bers to the dancers, like a coxswain". 
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were combined with new choreography 
from Leonide Massine. This version 
crossed the Atlantic for performances 
in the US in the 1930s, the legendary 
Martha Graham dancing the role of the 
Chosen One in the first US season. Since 
then, hundreds of the world's leading 
choreographers have created dance 
works for Stravinsky's Rite. 

I conoclastic German choreographer 
Pina Bausch strode into the history of 
The Rite of Spring in 1975. Like Nijinsky 
earlier, Bausch had rejected the formal 
beauty of classical ballet for an uncom- 
promising aesthetic ideally suited to 
the pagan Russia of Stravinsky's music. 
Bausch, like Stravinsky, never saw art as 
comfortable and she too changed the 
course of her art form in the 20th century, 
pioneering so-called "dance-theatre" with 
her company, Tanztheater Wuppertal. 
Violence lurked in Bausch's dark and 


bmtal modernism. With an endur- 
ing interest in relationships between 
men and women, she often portrayed 
anguished female victims menaced by a 
male presence. The ritual sacrifice of the 
Chosen One in her choreography for Le 
Sacre is one of the most raw and powerful 
episodes in 20th-century dance. 

Le Sacre du Printemps was not com- 
posed as a symphonic piece but has 
found a permanent place in the concert 
hall. Pierre Monteux, conductor of the 
premiere, directed a concert performance

in Paris the following year, bringing a 
cheering audience to its feet. Stravinsky 
embraced the perspiring conductor on 
stage - "the saltiest hug of my life" - and 
was carried shoulder high from the hall. 

In November, an NZSO performance 
showed that although it has lost none 
of its visceral danger, Le Sacre now has 
the respectability of standard repertoire. 
No unmly hissing greeted the NZSO's 
performance, just an enthusiastic ova- 
tion for music now wonderfully familiar. 
Conductor Jaime Martin's reading was 
not consistently electrifying, but we rev- 
elled in the virtuosity of over a hundred 
NZSO musicians. The thrilling sight and 
sound of eight french horns, bells aloft, 
epitomised the scale and strength of the 
huge orchestral force. 

The rhythmic intensity of the playing 
also reminded us that The Rite is music 
for dance. Bausch died suddenly in 2009 
but this year audiences here can experi- 
ence her choreographic masterpiece 
when Tanztheater Wuppertal Pina Bausch 
brings the performance to the New Zea- 
land Festival. More than a century after 
that notorious premiere, it promises to be 
the dance event of our year. I

Hitting all the 
right notes 

Having eight hands on 
two pianos results in 
an album of rhythmic 
complexity.

N ew Zealand pianist/director 

Stephen De Pledge and Estrella, 
his group of four students, give 
us eight-handed music on two 
pianos. They were well received on their 
UK concert tour, and for this CD, De 
Pledge shows some ability as a talent 
scout, selecting advanced composers 
capable of manipulating dissonance and 
rhythmic complexity with discernment. 

In Gareth Farr's Into the Chasm, 
repetitive minimalism is cleverly polarised 
against serialism - a pre-ordered sequence 
of notes. In elevating duet-writing to eight 
hands in efflux, Eve de Castro-Robinson 
brings even greater rhythmic complexity 
than usual. Plaudits to the taut together- 
ness of the four pianists. 

John Rimmer's Hammerheads mirrors 



some Stravinsky Rite of Spring techniques. 
He uses Stravinskian repetitive chant, not 
flowing melody, so his structure is in sepa- 
rated and static blocks. The original Rite 
uses two keys at once: E and E flat. That is 
a major seventh. Nothing is more abrasive 
than that and they graunch against each 
other. 

In Mexican Cave, Sarah Ballard's 
use of extreme dissonance to 
explore geology of hostile places 
is fine, but her Two Pieces need 
more space than two minutes to 
accommodate a sustained evolu- 
tion of half a billion years. 

David Hamilton's acerbic 
percussiveness provides an ideal 
contrast to the softer background 
of ghosts in Ghost Dance. His 
stunningly well-contrasted Three 
Rags are the ideal respite from dissonance. 
Ditto Bottom's bumbling dance in Leonie 
Holmes' glimpses of Shakespeare's A Mid- 
summer Night's Dream. 

ESTRELLA: TUI (Atoll/Ode) 

A n anatomy professor is showing his 
students the key pieces of a human 
skeleton with his pointer. Picture 
that as Rachmaninov's understated exacti- 
tude of the work's opening to Rhapsody on 
a Theme of Paganini. 

Its sugary climax is redeemed by 
expansive melodic writing that hooks all 


listeners, even pedants like me. The work's 
ending on two pianissimo plucked notes 
mirrors its understated opening. This 
is Rachmaninov's most elegantly lucid 
orchestral score. 

Conductor and pianist see eye to eye 
with the overview of interpretative needs 
and smaller details of quick- 
fire mood and tempo changes 
between variations. The other 
three works are for solo piano. 
Pianist Daniil Trifonov confronts 
the more outgoing mood of the 
Corelli Variations with joyous 
vigour. 

In the mediocre Chopin Varia- 
tions, Rachmaninov's choice of a 
harmonically consummate theme 
automatically means all variations 
that follow are anti-climactic. 

The composer said the work was a sprawl. 
Trifonov's patch-up job restores it to mild 
decency. 

The pianist's own tribute, Rachmaniana, 
is plausible for an amateur composer. 
Rather than calling it a pastiche, let's say 
it is ho-hum nostalgia. It's a pity its final 
movement suffers a three-minute traffic 
jam of note spinning. DGG's recording 
engineers have come up trumps with 
sumptuous and full-bodied presence. I

Help from 
her friends 

Stellar songwriters 
add weight to a soul 
queen’s new album. 

N othing bucks the hopelessness of 
our dismal, decaying and Donald 
Trump-filled days than a dose of 
perspective from an artist who’s 
sung through nearly seven decades of 
struggle. 

Mavis Staples’ career started in 1948 
when her dad, "Pops”, formed the Staple 
Singers family gospel group and toured 
the segregated Southern states of a 
very divided America. With tiny Mavis’ 
immense vocals way out front, the Staples 
Singers provided a pivotal soundtrack to 
the Civil Rights movement and became 
the favoured band of Martin Luther King. 

The now 76-year-old Mavis sits along- 
side Aretha Franklin as one of the queens 
of gospel and soul and has a back cata- 
logue featuring collaborations with the 
likes of Bob Dylan and albums produced 


and penned by Curtis Mayfield, Prince, Ry 
Cooder and Jeff Tweedy. 

For her latest album, produced by 
M Ward, she asked stellar 
songwriters, including Ben 
Harper, Aloe Blacc, Neko Case, 

Son Little and Nick Cave, for 
"some joyful songs. I want to 
leave something to lift people 
up.” 

The result indeed does 
some heavy lifting - but is 
still highly charged with messages from a 
voice that demands to be heard. Staples is 
masterful, delivering sincere performances 
over blues, gospel, soul and folk, rang- 
ing from opener Take Us Back, which sets 
the scene with "I've got friends and I've 


got family, I got help from all the people 
who love me”, through the inspirational 
Action ("This is an emergency . . . I'm still 
crying to be free”), to the 
M Ward- written MLK Song, 
which closes the album with 
lyrics straight from King's 
final speech delivered the day 
before his assassination. 

Life's a stmggle and the 
world is as divided as ever, 
but Staples' final lines are 
stunningly moving from someone who's 
fought the good fight: "In the march for 
peace, tell them I played the drum/ When 
I have to meet my day.” I

Near to 
heaven 

Carol stands among 
the best romances 
between two women 
ever committed to film. 


CAROL 

directed by Todd Haynes 


E ven the storm drains are works 
of art in Todd Haynes' Carol. The 
grate's deco lattice is a wallpaper 
for the title cards and the opening 
shot, which glides gently up into 
1950s New York. The camera picks out a 
man in a suit, who steps through mist- 
strewn streets and into a hotel bar, where 
Carol Aird (Cate Blanchett) and Therese 
Belivet (Rooney Mara) face each other 
over cocktails in the warm glow. 

It turns out that this scene is a flash- 
forward, past Carol and Therese's first 
meeting over the doll counter of an ochre 
and beige department store, past their 
first lunch together (creamed spinach and 
egg, dry martini, cigarettes), through the 
tumult of Carol's ongoing divorce from 
Harge (Kyle Chandler), and a trans-Amer- 
ican road trip that bears all the noirish 
mystery of Patricia Highsmith's original 
novel (published pseudonymously in 
1952). 

The couple could not be more different 
in aspect and character, yet their clandes- 
tine affair feels as natural as any modern 
romance (though ours might feature 
fewer fur coats and less chain-smoking). 
Carol is an elegant New Jersey housewife 
and mother to Rindy, draped in pearls 
and oozing poise; Therese is barely past 
her teenage years and unsure even of her 
decision to become a photographer. Both, 
however, have men who chase them 



against their inclination. To rebuff them 
would mean giving away their secret 
same-sex desires. 

This is a love story between two 
women, a passion born in a time of 
conservative morality and restricted by 
its long and stultifying reach. The 60s 


counterculture hasn't arrived yet, and 
this pair's deep need for each other is 
contained within snatched smiles, brief 
brushes of fingertips and ecstatic moments 
in roadside motels. 

Haynes (Far From Heaven, Fm Not There ) 
directs these minutiae so masterfully 
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out through her fingertips, which curl 
and bend and fidget with nervous energy. 
Mara has a reserved, timid whisper to 
match her roving, observing eyes. 

Those inquisitive pupils come in handy 
later as the two head out into America's 
vast Midwest. (One can imagine them 
passing Humbert Humbert and Lolita 
going in the opposite direction.) The 
road trip, in an oyster-hued 49 Packard, 
is something of a Houdini act: on the mn 
from husband and boyfriend and job and 
other lives, they slide into the booths of 
dully lit highway diners - the kind only 
ever seen in movies. Haynes even man- 
ages to make coffee stops vibrate with 
quiet eroticism. 

Their long drive to nowhere is inter- 
rupted by whodunnit mystery: a travelling 
salesman they meet on the road turns out 
to be someone else altogether. But the plot 
points are mere catalysts for a crisis that 
all romances must encounter to test their 
survival, and that romance fills so much

that he could have done away with the 
dialogue completely and relied on the 
recurring motifs of veteran composer 
Carter Burwell's score and the deeply 
impressionistic images that seem to glide 
over our eyes: Therese is seen through a 
taxi's droplet-soaked window in which the 
blurred street life is reflected. Lamplights 
glow so brightly their incandescence fills 
the screen. When Eros fires the first stun- 
ning shot in Carol and Therese's direction, 
a flurry of shoppers seems to scrape past 
the camera's lens, obscuring the two 
women as we crane our necks to see a 
moment of "love at first sight" so subtle 
it's almost incidental. These flashes appear 
like dream sequences against the cold 
concrete of New York. 

B ut to cull the dialogue would be 
to stunt the grace of Blanchett 
and Mara's performances and the 
crackling undercurrents of the sexual 
and romantic tensions between them. 
Blanchett is all hands and voice, a dulcet 
and voluptuous sound that seems to filter 


of the screen and our minds, overloading 
our senses. 

Carol begs not to be considered simply 
and categorically as a "lesbian film", but it 
stands among the best romances between 
two women ever committed to celluloid, 
rivalled (perhaps marginally bettered) 
by Abdellatif Kechiche's Palme d'Or- 
winning masterpiece Blue Is the Warmest 
Colour. Carol is the magical opposite to 
Blue's gritty realism, yet the two films 
share a dedication to subverting the classic 
tragedy of forbidden romance. 

As we come full circle and return to 
that hotel bar, we've spent so much time 
watching Carol and Therese's embraces 
and quiet calamities that narrative detail 
falls away. 

We feel so close to these invented 
people that it's almost as if the cocktails 
and the warm glow are our own. Carol 
describes Therese as "flung out of space", 
and it's as if we are sitting alongside them, 
in a hermetically sealed bauble, high up in 
the heavens. *****

How would you play the small slam in hearts 
when West leads the king of spades? Declarer 
won the spade lead and drew trumps in two 
rounds with the king and ace. All would be 
well if diamonds broke 3-2. If they broke 4-1, 
he would need to set up a minor-suit squeeze 
against one of the defenders. What does 


that mean? It means that he would have 
to find one of the defenders with the sole 
guard in both clubs and diamonds. When 
declarer eventually played off his trumps, 
this defender would have to throw one of 
his guards away. At Trick 4 declarer played 
a club to the jack, losing to West's king. He 
won the diamond return with dummy's 
ace, crossed to the bare ace of clubs and 
returned to dummy with a spade mff. His 
next move was to ruff a club. Do you see the 
point of this? Up till now both defenders 
had guarded the club suit — West held the 
10 of clubs and East held the Q-9. After the 
club mff only East guarded the clubs and he 
held the diamond guard too. When declarer 
played his last two trumps, throwing a 
diamond from dummy, East had no card to 
spare on the last trump. He had to throw the 
club queen, setting up dummy's last club, or 
a diamond, which would give South three 
more diamond tricks.

Black's problem is that if he exchanges 
queens by Qe4+, there is a danger of White 
then swapping his two pawns for Black's 
one, leaving just king and knight against 
king, a draw because the lone horse cannot 
checkmate. It would be far easier if Black 
(to move) could win a pawn before a queen 
trade, but there seems no way to achieve 
this. However, appearances were deceptive. 
Burmakin made a short forced sequence, and 
Grischuk had to resign. Can you spot Black's 
winning plan?

Homer and the pharmacist 

Shock horror! In the new season of The Simpsons, Marge 

and Homer might be getting divorced. by entertainment editor FIONA RAE 


S eason 27, and although 
purists may insist the 
show jumped the shark 
after season 10, the 
fact remains that millions 
of people around the world 
still watch The Simpsons (TV2, 
Sunday, 7.00pm). 

Such is its continuing 
popularity in the US that there 
was an outcry at the sugges- 
tion that Marge and Homer 
were separating in the first 
episode of the season and that 
Homer was going off with a 
tattooed pharmacist voiced by 


US actress Lena Dunham. 

If that's the case, it would 
break one of the central tenets 
of the show and probably the 
only rule that The Simpsons 
adheres to: Homer loves 
Marge. It's always the case, says 
showrunner A1 Jean. 

"They love each other and 
they're not an antagonistic 
couple. They have problems, 
they do things wrong, but to 
Marge, Homer's the handsom- 
est man in the world. Other 
than that, it's a pretty wide 
berth." 


Jean has been working on 
The Simpsons for most of its 27 
seasons and was also a writer 
and producer of The Simpsons 
Movie. In fact, a fan favour- 
ite from the movie turns up 
this season: spider-pig. Other 
fun stuff includes an episode 
based on the movie Boyhood, 
which takes Bart from six to 
adulthood; a Disneyesque 
adventure for baby Maggie in 
which she befriends a squirrel; 
and a Halloween of Horror as 
well as a Treehouse of Horror 
episode. 


Although the bedrock of the 
show is the family, The Simp- 
sons has remained successful 
by being a kind of pop culture 
touchstone. 

"We look for long-term 
trends," says Jean "Like we're 
doing an episode now about 
Oculus, you know, virtual real- 
ity, because in the six months 
till it airs, I think it will still 
be around or even bigger. We 
don't do jokes that you'll only 
get the day that they air, like a 
talk-show." 

They are planning to address

the presidential elections - 
Homer voted, or at least tried 
to, in 2008 and 2012 - but 
Jean confesses that the Repub- 
lican race is making it tough. 

"I've never seen anything 
like it, especially someone 
in one party who the party 
establishment doesn't seem to 
want. But you know what? I 
bet in a week it's going to look 
totally different." 

For Jean, The Simpsons is 
"emphatically yes" the best job 
in the world. For one thing, 
he's met three Beatles - "that 
is something I never thought 
Fd do in my life.

Our First Home (TV1, 7.30pm). 

Who likes watching paint 
dry? Apparently, loads of 
us enjoy these product- 
placement-as-entertainment 
shows, because here's season 
two of the local home-reno 
series that screens three 
nights a week. Three families 
do up three houses, and the 
kids get to walk away with 
whatever profit is made at 
auction. 

Antiques Roadshow (Prime, 
7.30pm). We've finally 
reached peak Antiques Road- 
show: the programme returns 
with an appearance by the 
Queen and Prince Philip, who 
have some of their bits and 
bobs assessed by the experts. 
The location is Hillsborough 
Castle in Northern Ireland 
and the royal collection 
includes a bronze sculpture of 
1863 Derby winner Maca- 
roni, a George IV library table 
and figures from a Meissen 
monkey orchestra.

The 
delay can be even greater 
if you're watching on the 
internet. Someone with a 
poor internet connection , for 
example, may end up watch- 
ing the programme with 
more than a minute's delay.

Election rhetoric points 
up the fundamental 
difference between the 
US and New Zealand. 


W atching American politics in action is 
bewildering for most New Zealanders, 
particularly in a presidential election 
year. We are confused not just by the 
cumbersome process, with its Electoral College, 
primaries and caucuses, but also by the policies and 
attitudes expressed by the leading contenders. 

Bernie Sanders, who is seeking the Democratic 
nomination, is possibly the closest thing you'll find 
to a New Zealand politician. He's a social democrat 
and argues for ideas that look like what we would 
call the welfare state. As a result, he is portrayed by 
much of the media as a dangerous radical socialist 
and vilified by his Republican rivals. 

Kiwis listening to the ranting of reality TV star 
and billionaire Donald Trump or his increasingly 
loopy opponent Ted Cmz shake their heads in 
wonder that they are front runners. Even Hillary 
Clinton sounds far to the right of the most con- 
servative parties in this country. 

The campaign points up the differences between 
our cultures. In his 2012 book Fairness and Freedom,

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Pulitzer Prize-winning historian 
David Hackett Fischer put a spotlight 
on what separates us from Americans 
and what drives us in a different 
direction. He points to the fact that 
Americans prize the concepts of 
liberty and freedom; by contrast, he 
maintains, New Zealanders place 
heavy emphasis on fairness and 
justice. 

Hackett Fischer is right. In the US, 
political speeches are full of the words 
"liberty" and "freedom". The implica- 
tions are that you are free to succeed 
in the American Dream, and if you 
fail, it is your fault. In New Zealand, 
the speeches concentrate on the egali- 
tarian dream with a heavy emphasis 
on equality and fairness for all. 

American journalist Ann Jones 
writes in the Nation of the contrast 
between the US and her adoptive 
home, Norway. She points to the 
success of the Nordic model of the 
welfare state in providing Scandina- 
vians with higher living standards 
than the US: "In the United States, 
full-time salaried workers supposedly 
labouring 40 hours a week actually 
average 49, with almost 20% clocking 
more than 60. [Norwe- 
gians], on the other 
hand, worked only 
37 hours a week, 
when they weren't 
away on long paid 
vacations."

or 40 years rein- 
forcing the welfare 
state based on the 
concept of fairness. 
Americans have, 


since about 1980, watched Roosevelt's 
New Deal, which was essentially the 
same thing as the welfare state, being 
progressively dismantled in the name 
of freedom. 

New Zealand has the added 
advantage of the MMP system, which 
prevents governments swinging too 
far to the left or right and promotes a 
consensus style of governance. 

Labour's recent announcement of a 
plan to eventually provide three years 
of free tertiary education is aimed 
directly at the Kiwi ideal of fairness 
and is guaranteed to be a popular 
move. Of course, it is unfair to those 
who already carry student-loan 
burdens, but most New Zealanders 
will support the proposal. In the US, 
any politician who announced such a 
policy would be decried as a com- 
munist and burnt at the media stake. 

Last year, the National Government 
increased welfare benefits far above 
the level of inflation, which would 
never happen in the US. Jones 
points out that in 1996, President 
Bill Clinton signed the Personal 
Responsibility and Work Opportunity 
Reconciliation Act, "obliterating six 
decades of US social welfare policy 
as we know it [and] ending federal 
cash payments to the nation's poor". 
Yet by US standards, Clinton was a 
liberal. 

The rapidly rising level of income 
inequality in the US is one reason 
that its political system appears 
increasingly broken. It also explains 
why the system throws up politicians 
who, by New Zealand standards, 
sound barking mad. 

We like to bitch and moan about 
whatever government is in power, 
but most of us, I suspect, would prefer 
Kiwi fairness and justice to the Ameri- 
can freedom to fail. I
